■ According to a study conducted by Durham University 
in the UK, people who drink a lot of coffee, tea or caf- 
feinated energy drinks are more likely to report halluci¬ 
natory experiences, such as hearing voices or seeing 


things that are not there. High caffeine users were de¬ 
fined as those who consume more than seven cups of in¬ 
stant coffee a day or the equivalent, or who eat lots of 
chocolate or take caffeine tablets to excess. Researchers 
believe that caffeine may exacerbate stress levels in 
heavy users to the point where some participants in the 
study—which was published in the academic journal Per¬ 
sonality and Individual Differences—even reported sens¬ 
ing the presence of dead people.

TOKING 8 TRANSPLANTS 

Marijuana users—including medical-pot patients using the drug legally—are being de¬ 
nied organ transplants even when they’re facing death. Last year, this issue finally had a 
tragic spotlight cast on it when Tim Garon, a 56-year-old Seattle musician suffering 
from hepatitis C, died after being denied a new liver at the University of Washington 
Medical Center. His rejection was due in part to his use of medical marijuana to treat 
hep C, despite his full compliance with Washington state law. (In a bitter footnote, 
Garon’s son, Lennon Garon, is facing trial for growing the pot his father used—the very 
medicine that cost Tim his shot at receiving a life-saving liver.) 

Maybe Garon just wasn’t rich and famous enough. Grateful Dead bassist Phil Lesh 
received a new liver in ’98, even though his own hep C was the result of hard partying. 

(In Lesh's defense, at every concert he now appeals to fans to become organ donors.) 
And the late Papa John Phillips got a new liver in ’92 despite years of drinking and drug¬ 
ging—and was photographed boozing soon after. 

Doug Hiatt, the attorney for Tim and Lennon Garon, calls the procedure for choosing 
organ recipients a “star chamber" (i.e., a legal or administrative body making arbitrary 
decisions and operating in secret)—one that awards the organs to upper-middle-class 
whites who conform to particular values. For example, this organ transplant bias is also 
enforced against the homeless. 

Solutions? Grassroots efforts are now afoot to reform this warped process, and arti¬ 
cles appearing in medical journals in Canada, Europe and even the US have concluded 
that there is no rational basis for restrictive transplant policies directed against 
cannabis users, since no evidence has been found linking pot to organ damage. 

If America really is “the land of change" these days, maybe this issue will finally get 
some desperately needed attention.—Mark Miller 
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Although surfing and pot have been linked since the first dude ever stood up 
on a board, that wasn't the case at last year's US Open of Surfing in Huntington 
Beach, CA.

GUEST BALLS O’ lTlUi 

“Smoke pot, get testicular cancer!"—or so says the mainstream media. In Feb¬ 
ruary, researchers at the Fred Hutchinson Cancer Research Center in Seattle 
reported that heavy, long-term cannabis use is associated with an elevated risk 
of testicular cancer. National and international media outlets—over 750 of 
them, according to a Google news search—jumped ugly on the story, proclaim¬ 
ing that tokers can kiss their balls goodbye. 

Fortunately, potheads have little reason to panic. According to the study, 
which matched 369 men with testicular germ-cell tumors and 979 controls, 
chronic use of marijuana may potentially elevate one's risk of contracting an ex¬ 
tremely rare form of testicular cancer known as nonseminoma. (By contrast, 
the study reported that subjects who reported having “ever used" marijuana 
did not have a statistically significant increased cancer risk.) Investigators 
noted that this observed association was particularly significant for current 
users who started smoking pot prior to age 18. 

The only problem with the study is this: According to the US government, at 
least 15 million Americans use pot regularly—our bet is that the total is actually 
far higher—but very few men are diagnosed with nonseminoma. In fact, accord¬ 
ing to the study's authors, nonseminomas account for less than one half of 1 per¬ 
cent of all cancers among American men. Moreover, rising rates of cannabis use 
among the general public do not correspond to rising rates of testicular cancer. 

“These researchers have an association that they've picked up on, but it's a 
weak association," UCLA professor Steve Shoptaw told news.health.com. “The 
bottom line is that I would not start warning my marijuana smokers that they 
are going to get testicular cancer."—Paul Armentano

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Jonah Raskin's journey in search of Northern California’s best local food and wine,

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A year of farming, eating and drinking wine in California sounds like nice 
work, if you can find it—especially once you throw in a heaping handful of 
locally grown Kush. But, alas, Field Days isn’t a book about marijuana. Author 
Jonah Raskin, a professor and chair of the communications department at 
Sonoma State University, instead sets out to document the lives of perfectly 
legal farmers involved in small-scale, organic agriculture in his own back¬ 
yard: a legendary wine region described as damned near perfect by anyone 
lucky enough to set foot there. 


Part memoir and part journalistic 
foray, Field Days finds our occasion¬ 
ally absentminded professor waxing 
poetic about the landscape, the 
weather and the women, but also in¬ 
terviewing many farmers, migrant 
workers, activists, chefs and citizens 
involved in the burgeoning “local 
food” movement. With its roots in the 
’60s counterculture, the back-to-the- 
land crowd began producing fruits, 
veggies, meats and milk free from 
chemical fertilizers and pesticides 
back when the world equated “or¬ 
ganic” with the ravings of out-of- 
touch cranks. Nowadays, however, 
organic food is a huge business, and 
many otherwise “mainstream” peo¬ 
ple have come to accept that “the hip¬ 
pies were right,” making organic 
foods the fastest-growing segment of 
the food market.

During Raskin’s year as a 
wannabe farmer, he becomes a “loca- 
vore,” spreading the gospel of local, 
organic, small and sustainable eating 
to everyone who will listen. He also 
meets plenty of farmers who got their 
start growing Northern California’s 
No. 1 cash crop. One longtime local, a 
former Mendocino County official, 
puts it all in perspective: “Marijuana 
has revived this whole area .... [T]he 
growers are good capitalists. They 
grow marijuana better than the big 
corporations will ever be able to, and 
they do far more than grow marijuana. 
They raise organic beef, organic 
turkeys, raise sheep, and weave beau¬ 
tiful things with the wool. At Christ¬ 
mas they come into town with rolls of 
bills that would choke a horse. The merchants love it.” 

Perhaps someday Raskin will write a sequel about the emerging “local 
pot” movement, supported by pot smokers who want to be sure that their 
herb wasn’t grown with petroleum-based synthetic fertilizers or doused with 
pesticides. Imagine a future where the increasingly legitimate market for 
medical marijuana in California helps save small-scale family farms, in turn 
supported by Prop. 215-approved medical-marijuana farmers' markets all 
across the state .... ^

After the election, however, when the incom¬ 
ing administration launched change.gov to so¬ 
licit questions from the citizenry, one query V 

quickly shot to the top of the list: 

“Will you consider legalizing marijuana so that 
the government can regulate it, tax it, put age limits 
on it, create millions of new jobs and create a billion-dol- 
lar industry right here in the US?” 

Good question, but, unfortunately, a lot of stoners didn't like 
the unequivocal answer posted in reply: 

“President-elect Obama is not in favor of the legalization of 
marijuana.” 

Doesn’t exactly sound like “change you can breathe in,” but then 
again, sometimes—even in a one-line answer—you’ve got to read be- 
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tween the lines. So while Obama flatly stated 
that he does not support marijuana legaliza- 
tion, it’s equally worth noting that he does not 
say he’s opposed to it. Nor does he feel the need 
to trot out tired, long-discredited talking 
points like “think of the children,” “gateway 
drug,” “wrong message” or “higher potency.” 

And so the long-suffering marijuana com¬ 
munity dutifully braced itself for four more 
years of hard work, with little help from above. 
But then, just two days after Obama’s historic 
inauguration, the DEA raided a medical-mari¬ 
juana dispensary in South Lake Tahoe, CA. 

With Bush-era leftovers temporarily heading 
the DEA, the Justice Department and the Office 
of National Drug Control Policy, the raid ap¬ 
peared timed to embarrass the new adminis¬ 
tration into maintaining the status quo. 

Marijuana activists—burned by this latest 
injustice, but not surprised—hoped that the 
impending confirmation of Eric Holder as US 
attorney general would give Obama a new op¬ 
portunity to make good on his promise to end 
the raids. On the very day Holder took office, 
however, the DEA struck again, targeting two 
more medical-cannabis dispensaries, this 
time in the Los Angeles area, seizing money 
and marijuana but making no arrests. 
Meanwhile, just one day earlier, a photo¬ 
graph of Michael Phelps allegedly smoking 
ganja from a glass Roor bong had surfaced 
in a British tabloid, sparking a “scandal” 
that would soon spread to every comer 
of the globe. Hyped as a national hero 
(and dolphin hybrid) after earning a 
chestful of gold medals at the 2008 
Olympics, the 23-year-old Phelps 
quickly became an unwilling poster 
boy for Cannabis sativa. 

Predictably, the young ath¬ 
lete, fearing for his lucrative 
product endorsements, issued a 
public apology, and was subse¬ 
quently suspended by USA 
Swimming for three months 
and dropped by Kellogg’s as a 
cereal spokesman (see side- 
bar). All that remained was for 
someone in the Drug Czar’s of¬ 
fice to somehow link 
Phelps’s bong hit to 
“Cheech & Chong medi¬ 
cine,” claim that chil¬ 
dren would surely get 
the wrong message if 
cancer patients used 
marijuana to treat the 
nausea associated with 
chemotherapy, and then f g 
boldly reaffirm our na¬ 
tion’s irrational willingness 
' to waste billions of dollars 
every year in an un- 
winnable war against a 
largely harmless plant. 

But then a funny thing 
happened.

and bitter opposition from the federal govern¬ 
ment, America’s legions of responsible, adult 
marijuana smokers finally had a chance to 
stick up for themselves. 

“When the DEA raided, we started to get 
concerned,” said Don Duncan, California direc¬ 
tor of the national medical-marijuana advo¬ 
cacy group Americans for Safe Access, 
speaking at a meeting of supporters. “There 
was a tremendous grassroots outcry that you 
didn’t see in the media. So many people called 
the White House switchboard that they came 
to us and asked us what we wanted.”

□NDCP, including its nearly $14 billion budget, 
and be charged with formulating and coordi¬ 
nating national drug-control policy. 

Best known to the marijuana-law reform 
community as the person responsible for his 
- department’s professional and 
non-confrontational oversight 
i during the annual Seattle 


Hempfest, Kerlikowske has made Seattle a 
“model for sensible marijuana policy,” accord¬ 
ing to the Drug War Chronicle. While not out¬ 
wardly in favor of legalizing marijuana, 
Kerlikowske would nonetheless represent a 
significant departure from the “reefer mad¬ 
ness” that has afflicted all previous Drug 
Czars since the position was created in 1988. 

But what about Michael Phelps? 

Soon after the now-infamous bong photo 
surfaced, details began to emerge about the 
night in question, which ended at an off-cam- 
pus house near the University of South Car¬ 
olina. Puffing tuff with some friends and 
strangers after an evening out on the town, the 
erstwhile “roll model” ended up costing himself 
millions in endorsements. The stakes, unfortu¬ 
nately, got much higher for Phelps’s cannabis 
colleagues once the local sheriff got involved. 

Based on the photo of Phelps pulling tubes, 
Sheriff Leon Lott of Richland County, SC, obtained 
a search warrant for the house that had hosted 
the pot party, and followed it up by raiding the 
place. The police made eight arrests (including 
one for distribution) and also confiscated the no¬ 
torious bong—which its owner had allegedly 
tried to sell on eBay for $ 100,000. 

But then another funny thing happened. 
Sheriff Lott took such a beating in the press 
for his vindictive waste of taxpayer dollars 
that the “investigation” into the Phelps photo 
was unceremoniously dropped without any 
charges being filed against the swimmer at 
the center of the scandal. Most newspaper edi¬ 
torials and TV pundits, sensing the shifting 
(fragrant?) winds on marijuana policy, took 
the opportunity not to defend the sheriff, Kel¬ 
logg’s or the once untouchable “War on 
Drugs,” but instead to ask why marijuana is 
illegal in the first place. 

□f course, this long-overdue debate begins 
decidedly too late for the “Phelps 8,” whose fate 
remains uncertain as of press time. So while 
Michael Phelps says he’s ready to “dive back 
into the pool, having put this whole thing be¬ 
hind me,” it’s left to the rest of us to point out 
that, as usual, the rich and the powerful get an 
exemption in the non-stop War on Weed that 
needlessly arrests over 800,000 Americans 
every year. 

But maybe not for much longer. ^

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The hallways of the Paramount Recording 
Studios in downtown Hollywood appear 
deserted tonight, a grim reminder of the 
music industry’s declining fortunes. 
Thankfully, signs of life—not to mention a 
telltale haze—are emerging from Record¬ 
ing Room C, a.k.a. The Cave,” where 
B-Real, his entourage and a select group 
of media types are gathered to hear the 
infamous Cypress Hill MC and longtime 
weed advocate's first-ever solo joint, 
Smoke N Mirrors (Audio Hustlaz/Duck- 
down). These tracks both commemorate 
a 20-year career built on the shifting 


sands of hip-hop and break new ground 
for B-Real, who produces as well as raps 
on some of the album’s best tracks along¬ 
side Snoop Dogg, Kurupt, Damian Marley 
and proteges from B’s Audio Hustlaz 
crew. “Cypress Hill is very much a certain 
formula—the way Muggs produces, and 
the way that Sen Dog and myself write to 
his production,” B-Real says, discussing 
his choices. “And I knew that going into a 
solo record, I would have to step outside 
of that formula so that it’ll have a distinc¬ 
tion from Cypress Hill." 

Much of Smoke N Mirrors, as well as 
the Gunslinger mixtapes that preceded it, 
shows the rapper coming to grips with a 
brand-new hip-hop environment, with B 
flaunting his gangster cred on tracks like 
“Psycho Revolution” and “Gangsta Music,” 
with its flashy Superfly sheen. Not all of 
the experiments pan out as well: “When 
We’re F***ing” is a particularly forgettable 
horndog anthem, and the droopy rock of 
“Dude vs. Homie” fails to ignite. But the 
lovely bilingual tropical funk of “1 Life” 
and the transcendent dub of the Damian 


Marley collab ‘ FIRE” will be sure to keep 
heads bobbing. And given the heavy com¬ 
petition that he faces from all corners 
nowadays, B acknowledges that he can 
only fall back so much on his laurels. 
“Back in the '90s, there were just a few 
rappers on each label, and there was 
maybe 100 groups—maybe, if that—to 
compete with,” he recalls. “Now you’re 
competing with thousands of motherfuck¬ 
ers, so you have to keep sharp.” 

That said, B-Real is unapologetically 
old-school throughout the LP, most no¬ 
tably on the album’s single, “Don’t Ya 

Dare Laugh” (after all, 
who else besides an 
old-schooler would 
sample “Tom's 
Diner”?), and the 
Alchemist-produced 
“Six Minutes,” a 
scabrous attack on the 
commercial-rap in¬ 
dustry. Another reas¬ 
suring holdover from 
days gone by are B's 
paeans to pot, nowa¬ 
days augmented with a 
series of joint-rolling 
tutorials posted on his 
online “B-Real TV” 
series. “We’re still as 
close as ever,” he says 
of his love affair with 
Mary Jane. Matter of 
fact, as a Prop. 215 
cardholder of eight 
years’ standing due to 
recurrent migraine 
headaches, B couldn’t 
be happier. “I’ve been caught with a few 
ounces on me,” he says, “and before 
[Prop. 215], that’s a ticket to jail no mat¬ 
ter what. But [nowadays] all they can do 
is say, ‘All right, put it in the trunk. Have a 
safe drive.’ It’s beautiful.” 

Of course, B-Real plans to be hitting 
the road in support of Smoke N Mirrors. 
He’s quick to remind people that even 
with Cypress Hill, who continue to work 
on their first post-Sony release, it was 
touring that kept the group alive in the 
days before radio picked up on “Insane in 
the Brain.” But after 20 years in hip-hop, 

B is convinced there's still a place for him 
in the game. “Hip-hop is a cycle,” he de¬ 
clares. “Once in a while, every now and 
then, the real poppy, meaningless, brain¬ 
less shit comes out, and it stays around 
for a while. And eventually someone like a 
50 Cent [can] change the whole game 
around; everybody wanted to be hard¬ 
core again. And then, when Kanye came 
out, everyone wanted to follow that shit— 
and it constantly goes in circles like that. 
So there’s room for everybody.” 




I don’t smoke 
anything else. [If] 
I’m in New York, 
I ll smoke Sour 
Diesel and even 
then, most of the 
time I have Kush 
with me.’ 

B-Real may have taught the 
world how to roll a blunt in 
his now-legendary tutorial 
for this magazine, but that’s 
now a thing of the past. “If 
you go back and reference 
the old-school Cypress Hill 
footage, you’ll hear my 
voice is so fucked up on 
most of those shows. I’d go 
hoarse every night, and it 
was because I was smoking 
those blunts,” he reveals. 

Since then, he's mas¬ 
tered a variety of alternative 
joint-rolling techniques, in¬ 
cluding two variations on 
the multi-joint Windmill de¬ 
sign: the Propeller (which 
he teaches in his online 
“B-Real TV” series) and this 
one, the Birthday Cake, 
a.k.a. the Hand of Time. 
B-Real criticizes the Wind¬ 
mill’s lengthy and intricate 
setup, insisting that it 
should be about getting the 
weed to your lungs, not an 
arts-and-crafts project. “If 
you wanna get stoned fast, 
you don’t want a 25-minute 
setup. So I do it where it 
works out in, like, five min¬ 
utes.” So listen and learn 
from hip-hop’s foremost 
Buddha Master.

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The Gringo Trail 

An Interview with Chesa Boudin. By Chris Simunek gj 





When Chesa Boudin was 14 months 
old, his parents—Kathy Boudin and 
David Gilbert, both members of the 
'60s radical group the Weather Un¬ 
derground-dropped him off at a 
babysitter’s, then left to participate 
in what would come to be known as 
“the Brinks robbery.” An infamously 
botched rip-off planned with several 
members of the Black Liberation 
Army, the events of October 20, 

1981, would leave three men—one 
guard and two police officers— 
dead. With his mother and father 
sentenced to 20 years and 75 years 
to life, respectively, Chesa was 
raised by family friends Bill Ayers 
and Bernardine Dohrn, also former 
members of the group. (Ayers, you 
may remember, was in the head¬ 
lines last year because of his rela¬ 
tionship with Barack Obama.) 

Now 28 years old, Chesa Boudin 
holds degrees from Yale University 
and Oxford University, which he at¬ 
tended as a Rhodes Scholar. His 
new book, Gringo: A Coming of Age 
in Latin America (Scribner), chroni¬ 
cles his extensive travels through¬ 
out South America. Starting in 1999, 
Boudin’s narrative takes us through 
Guatemala, Chile, Argentina, Brazil, 
Venezuela (where he worked as a 
translator for Hugo Chavez’s ad¬ 
ministration), Colombia, Ecuador 
and Bolivia. Considering the au¬ 
thor’s background, it’s not surpris¬ 
ing to find that he eschews all 
things tourist, preferring to travel 
by bus or riverboat to areas where 
the plight of the underprivileged is 
impossible to avoid. Gringo is a 
must-read for fans of travel litera¬ 
ture, or for those whose knowledge 
of the politics and economics of that 
vast continent to the south comes 
only from Western news sources. 
HIGH TIMES caught up with Chesa 


at Yale University, where he’s cur¬ 
rently pursuing a law degree. 

What attracted you to South Amer¬ 
ica in the first place? 

I went down to Guatemala mainly to 
learn Spanish. I had done high 
school in three years and I was 
going to go straight off to college, 
but my two mothers teamed up on 
me, convincing me that I should 
take the year off. So then, of course, 

I was faced with the question of how 
to use this time. I’d been studying 
Spanish but I didn’t really speak it. 
So I found a language school in 
Guatemala and I headed down there 
for several months, and I just fell in 
love with it. I fell in love with learn¬ 
ing a new language, and the worlds 
that it opened up to me in Latin 
America and the people that I met— 
that experience of being on the road 
and seeing the world through the 


eyes of another culture and another 
people and another history. 

The idea to write the book was an 
afterthought, correct? 

Yeah, exactly—it was something 
that kind of emerged much later. 
People would always joke with me 
whenever I traveled, [because] I 
kept a journal the whole way 
through. Every day I would write in 
my journal. And friends I met along 
the road, people who I was on the 
boat on the Amazon River with, 
would watch me write in my jour¬ 
nal, or people on these long bus 
rides would see me writing, and 
they would say, “Oh, are you writing 
a book?” And I’d say, “Not really, 
but maybe someday.” 

What effects do you see the nar¬ 
cotics trade as having on the people 
and the politics of South America? 


I think it depends a lot on the coun¬ 
try. So if you take a country like Bo¬ 
livia, Colombia, Venezuela, Ecuador, 
Peru—these are all countries where 
the cocaine trade in particular is a 
national issue. It plays a role in the 
national economy; it affects their re¬ 
lationship with their neighbors and 
the rest of the world; it’s a top 
agenda issue in their relationship 
with the United States. If you look at 
other countries like Chile, Ar¬ 
gentina, it's not that important. 

Within those countries—again, it 
depends which one you're inter¬ 
ested in. Take a place like Bolivia. 
There is a lot of coca production, 
some of which gets shipped to 
Colombia and converted into co¬ 
caine; there’s a lot of marijuana 
grown there; and there’s a lot of 
coca grown there that’s not for drug 
use—it’s just for traditional indige¬ 
nous consumption, through chew¬ 
ing, through tea and other food and 
medicinal uses. Everywhere you go 
in Bolivia and Peru, they sell you 
T-shirts that have a big picture of a 
coca leaf and say The Coca Leaf Is 
Not a Drug.” In those Andean coun¬ 
tries, where there’s an indigenous 
culture for whom the coca leaf has 
been a central part of their culture 
for thousands of years, there's a 
real sense of outrage when the 
Drug Enforcement Agency comes in 
and says, “Right, we’re gonna spray 
your crops from the air.” Because 
regardless of what percentage of 
which particular field is being used 
for cocaine production, this is some¬ 
thing that people have been relying 
on as part of their culture—as part 
of their survival—literally since be¬ 
fore the Spanish arrived. ^ 


Pilgrimage of the Displaced 

When the grandmother finished her tale, we began a ceremony in which displaced people from the 
Choco and the representatives of displaced communities from other parts of Colombia, who had come 
along with the delegation, shared their stories about disappearances and murders of loved ones: hus¬ 
bands, brothers, and fathers. Then the internationals in the group began. An Argentine mother of the 
Plaza de Mayo lit a candle for her daughter, disappeared over thirty years ago in that country’s Dirty War 
against the left. A Chilean ex-political prisoner under Pinochet lit a candle for his companions that never 
made it out of the torture camps. A Brazilian woman representing the MSO, Landless Workers Move¬ 
ment, lit a candle for peasants recently killed in Brazil while fighting for a small plot of land to plant. 

Though I tried to concentrate on interpreting for my mom, there were several moments in the pro¬ 
ceedings where I could not stop myself from choking up. I couldn’t help but think about my own biologi¬ 
cal parents’ decades in prison, my father’s continuing incarceration, and the three men who were killed 
during the crime my parents participated in. I considered lighting a candle and sharing their plight with 
the group, but then decided against it. Perhaps it was too hard to break out of my role as interpreter and 
take on the role of participant, or maybe I didn’t feel up to the task of trying to explain my parents’ use of 
violence to these people who themselves had suffered so much. Certainly I was self-conscious of our po¬ 
sition as the only two representatives from the United States, a country that, directly or indirectly, had 
fueled the violence in all of the Latin American countries represented in our solemn gathering.

along with the carefree ethos of the community. However, the downside of 
“money that grows on trees" isn't ignored: Police and thieves, along with 
guns, greed and excessive drinking, are the evils these characters have to 
contend with. The Feds are always lurking in the background, waiting to 
take out Max, Peter and anyone else unlucky enough to be tending a gar¬ 
den when they appear. Humboldt County has a strong moralistic under¬ 
tone, and it can be pretentious at times, with a forced sense of drama that 
almost overwhelms a promising cast. It's worth watching, though, espe¬ 
cially for those curious to see how the straight world perceives and reflects 
the cannabis culture booming in the Emerald Triangle. 






THE PRODIGY 

Invaders Must Die 

(Take Me to the Hospital/ 

Cooking Vinyl) 

As one of electronic music’s 
most reliable provocateurs, Liam Howlett 
probably fears indifference more than any 
other single reaction to his productions as the 
Prodigy. The guy's been pressing buttons ever 
since the release of “Charly,” yet he hasn’t 
posed a real challenge to his audience since 
hitting it big with 1997’s The Fat of the Land. 
After 9/11 and the subsequent hit that even 
dance-floor mavericks like the Prodigy took, 
Howlett would have to inflict PTSD-size dam¬ 
age on his listeners to achieve the same effect. 
Instead, he's chosen to crossbreed his digital 
modern-rock antics with some old-school 
raver nostalgia on his fifth full-length, a move 
that finds him reliving past glories rather than 
making the moment. 

Rocker and raver alike want music to pro¬ 
vide them with an escapist good time, and 
Howlett and his compatriots—including long¬ 
time punk mascots Maxim and Keith Flint—cer¬ 
tainly oblige with tons of good, dumb fun and 
macho posturing. Even Dave Grohl pops in to 
drum on “Run with the Wolves,” and his energy 
fits the track like a fingerless glove. Still, you 
can’t help but feel that you’ve heard it all before. 
The rave diva over the “Radio Babylon” break on 
“Warrior's Dance,” the self-consciously grimy 
bass lines on the title track, and the Madchester 
midtempo march of the closer, “Stand Up,” 
attempt something new at recombining lessons 
from past eras, but they mainly end up showing 
Howlett’s age. Oh, well... at least now he can 
work on his golf game.—Justin Hampton

TIMOTHY LEARY 

Leary on Drugs 

(RE/Search Publications)

In this dumbed-down culture, the 
revolutionary experiments of Dr. 

Timothy Leary are overlooked while 
revisionist historians endlessly 
dwell on his character defects. Leary was the primary 
cheerleader for “consciousness evolution,” a move¬ 
ment that flourished publicly in the '60s and 70s and 
then went underground. These days, people continue to 
quietly reimprint their nervous systems in an effort to 
bring forth the divine we keep hidden under layers of 
war, power trips, organized religion and Paris Hilton. 

In the impishly titled Leary on Drugs, the pseudony¬ 
mous Hassan I. Sirius has collected Leary’s various writ¬ 
ings regarding his 40-year journey with hallucinogens. 
The book is divided into four sections. The first, entitled 
“Trips,” recounts the notable ones that Leary took, 
including the Doc’s maiden voyage on psilocybin in Mexi¬ 
co in 1960 and his first acid adventure in '61. “Visions” 
comprise the second section—lyrical observations and 
insights derived under the influence. Noting that we are 
“the Light made flesh,” Leary reveals the soul of an Irish 
poet. Chapter three analyzes the progress and errors 
(including his own) of the psychedelic movement, while 
the final chapter comments on the establishment’s sup¬ 
pression of consciousness evolution (a.k.a. the War on 
Drugs) and Leary’s own legal trials. 

This slim tome comfortably condenses volumes of 
the man’s work and is recommended for anyone inter¬ 
ested in Leary 101. All psychedelic people are well 
aware of the interconnectedness of everything, and 
Tim was equally comfortable in the realms of science, 
spirituality, politics, history and the arts. He could also 
scribe a lean sentence leavened with rapscallion wit, 
making Leary on Drugs the definitive primer on con¬ 
sciousness expansion.—Michael Simmons

For nearly 10 years, Chesa 
Boudin crisscrossed Central 
and South America, visiting a 
side of the region that most 
gringos, if they were even aware of its existence, 
would have no desire to see. American con¬ 
sumerism, global trade agreements and the 
International Monetary Fund have had a devastat¬ 
ing effect on the cultures and people to the south 
of us; throughout his travels, Boudin witnesses it 
all firsthand. Whether discussing Colombians 
who have had their land taken from them by vio¬ 
lent paramilitary groups, or Ecuadorian Indians 
fighting to hold onto what’s left of their culture as 
energy companies try to figure our how to get at 
the oil that is, literally, beneath their feet, Boudin 
speaks to those clinging to the bottom rung of the 
economic ladder in their native tongue. 

Boudin’s worldview is inescapably framed by 
his family’s legacy. His grandfather, Leonard 
Boudin, was a famous leftist lawyer whose clients 
included Fidel Castro, and his mother and father 
were members of the Weather Underground who 
have spent the majority of their son’s life in prison 
as a result of their part in the 1981 Brinks rob¬ 
bery that left a guard and two policemen dead. 

We witness the author’s development from back¬ 
packer to expatriate to full-fledged participant (as 
a translator for the Chavez administration in 
Venezuela) in South America’s burgeoning social¬ 
ist revolution. Throughout Gringo, Boudin threads 
a social and political history of the lands he visits, 
elevating the book beyond the average travelogue 
to something more in the neighborhood of Che 
Guevara’s Motorcycle Diaries.— Chris Simunek

California’s central coast: 
rolling hills, vast oceans, 
huge colas, freedom. 
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It s an early Saturday morning on the central California 
coast. Tree Bone and I are driving down US 1, scoping out some 
surf spots. Coming up over a small hilltop. Tree Bone points out a 
nice break tucked behind a small cape. It's lined with jagged 
rocks, and the beach is overgrown with greenery. 

"Wanna dip in there?" I ask as we come up to the turnoff. 

"Eh, better not. Not today, not with you," Tree Bone says. 
"Remember what I told you about Malibu? Well, it gets even 
worse up here." 

I thought back to the story Tree Bone had told me the night 
before, about some California natives protecting their own.

I understood. It's a turf thing. It's a sanctuary. And it's Cali. 
Back east, there's too many people and too little land to stake a 
claim to even a street corner, let alone a nifty little nook of beach. 
As I thought about it more, I realized that in California, more im¬ 
portance seems to be placed on things like sanctity, privacy and, 
of course, security. I also realized quite quickly why that might be. 


Historically, California has been a place of ad¬ 
venture, frontier and exploration. Although 
times have changed, California still finds itself 
at the forefront of many of this nation's current 
issues. Cannabis is no exception. 

A modern-day gold rush ensued not too 
long ago, when the Canadian dollar abruptly 
rose above the US dollar for the first time in 
more than 30 years. The inflation effectively 
caused a shift in marijuana markets across 
North America: The once heavily profitable 
Canadian bud industry found itself taking a 
backseat to California growers, whose buds 
were now on par with or cheaper than their 
Canadian counterparts. 

The boom in sales across the US was felt 
throughout California, as newshipping and 
sales patterns emerged and Cali genetics were 
introduced across the country. Tree Bone had 
felt the effects as well, and he was anxious to 
talk about it. After all, a gold rush is an exciting 
time. But it's also very dangerous if you're not 
careful. And taking a dude from HIGH TIMES into 
your home is, well, downright scary to some. 

As we pulled the truck back into the long 
dirt driveway, Tree Bone looked at me and 
asked, “You ready to work?" 
















THE FAMILY TREES 

An inside joke among growers is how 
easy it is to find cheap—and eager- 
labor to help trim copious amounts of 
ganja during harvest time. Call it an oc¬ 
cupational hazard, but I constantly find 
myself being asked if I’d like to partici¬ 
pate, as the timing of most of my visits 
finds ripe gardens ready to come down. 

This trip was no different, though 
Tree Bone and his wife, Sahara, laugh 
when they hand me a pair of chopping 
shears, knowing full well they weren't 
fooling me. An extra pair of hands on 
deck is worth a lot, especially when it’s 
just the two of them tackling over 300 
plants! 

Luckily for them (and me), I was 
easily enticed by the stellar strain of 
cannabis they had chosen to grow—an 
early White Widow cut that harks back 
to Amsterdam and a time when Shan- 
tibaba was growing and breeding for 
the Green House Seed Company. Sa¬ 
hara told me they’d been growing those 
exact genetics for over a decade now. 

As Sahara and I hopped up on the 
table and played lumberjack, she 
began to tell me a bit more about their 
ganja farm. As fate would have it, these 
folks were second-generation growers: 
Sahara told me stories about how her 
parents allowed her to skip school dur¬ 
ing harvest season to help trim buds. 
Suddenly, I didn’t feel so bad getting 
roped into helping with their harvest.

GROW TECH 

“Hydroponics" is a general term for 
growing in any type of soilless, 
water-based medium; the original 
term for such grow techniques is 
“water culture." The three main 
types of hydroponic growing are 
drip/spray systems, flood-and-drain 
(or ebb-and-flow) systems, and nu¬ 
trient-film technique (NFT) systems. 

The technique deployed in the 
growrooms featured in this story of¬ 
fers a unique combination of two of 
these systems. Tree Bone and Sa¬ 
hara have effectively combined a 
drip-emitter system with a modified 
flood-and-drain process. This strat¬ 
egy utilizes the positive aspects of 
each system while also eliminating 
a few of the negatives. 

Whereas standard drip systems

have a constant drip of nutrient so¬ 
lution being applied to the root 
zone, this particular system blasts 
the root zone once a day, for 30 sec¬ 
onds, saturating the grow medium. 
The medium chosen for this system 
was rockwool, which is ideal be¬ 
cause of its ability to hold large 
amounts of water while also re¬ 
maining porous for airflow. Water¬ 


ing only once a day allows the rock¬ 
wool to absorb its maximum 
amount without compromising its 
structure. To ensure that the 
medium’s integrity holds up and 
that too much water isn’t being ap¬ 
plied, Tree Bone and Sahara stack 
large (6" x 6" x 6") rockwool cubes 
on top of the long rockwool slabs. 
Each plant gets its own cube, but 
the roots grow deep into the slabs 
and eventually intermingle. The ex¬ 
cess water is minimal, and what¬ 
ever the medium can’t hold runs off 
the table to a drain via a gutter and 
then hoses. The nutrient solution 
that runs off is not reused. 

Rockwool, while fairly airy, will 
hold moisture throughout the day 
as it slowly dries out, still allowing 
air to penetrate the root zone. By 
the time the dark cycle begins, the 
Rockwool is at its driest, allowing 


the roots (which do a lot of their 
work at night, when the green parts 
of the plant are less driven by light) 
to readily eat up the oxygen they 
need to develop and store energy. 

Eliminating the constant drip or 
multiple flood cycles that come with 
other techniques helps keep the 
moving parts within the system to a 
minimum. This means less chance 
for breakdowns and floods. It also 
means that the roots are never 
completely submerged under 
water, which would limit their oxy¬ 
gen to 1% during that time. Though 
the system shown here waters once 
a day for 30 seconds, each grower 
must fine-tune his or her own sys¬ 
tem according to the room specs. 

A big concern for hydro growers 
is the root system drying out. Be¬ 
cause the roots in a hydro system 
are far more exposed than roots 
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Rockwool cubes on top of slabs, fed by spaghetti lines. 

undersoil, the room temperature and 
amount of light shining on the garden 
will directly affect root-zone moisture. 
If growers see any signs of brown root 
tips or general browning, that's a sure 
indicator that longer or more frequent 
waterings are needed. While 30 sec¬ 
onds may seem like an eternity for a 
one-shot watering, keep in mind that 
this system has 8,000 watts of HID light 
pouring over it. This is also why these 
growers go to great lengths to keep the 
room's atmosphere very cool. 



HOME IS WHERE 
THE HYDRO IS 

As the night wore on, 
we hit a rhythm, cutting 
down stalk after stalk 
and filling huge 
garbage bags that were 
thrown off the table to 
Tree Bone. Tree Bone 
took the bags to the 
back room, where dry¬ 
ing lines were slung be¬ 
tween the walls. 

Walking through the 
drying room was like 
walking through a field 
of upside-down ganja 
plants. It got sticky and 
pungent in there, but 
the scent of the fresh- 
cut Widow was out of 
this world. 

These two had a 
system, and it func¬ 
tioned like clockwork. 

This house was purely 
for growing; the couple 
lived elsewhere with 
their two children, close 
to the parents who had 
helped spur the revolu¬ 
tion a generation ago. 

The grow house was in¬ 
telligently designed: A 
shell home, the outside 
gave an excellent ap¬ 
pearance of being lived 
in, while the inside was basic and sometimes bare. 
Aside from the growrooms, there was a cozy kitchen, a 
bedroom with a few beds, and a small living area with a 
few couches and a TV. 

The rest of the interior was dedicated to growing, 
and it was set up as efficiently as a factory. The main 
flowering room had an absolutely huge table, built on a 
slight tilt to aid in drainage. Ten 1,000-watt lamps were 
hung on rails, sliding back and forth over the garden. 

To cool the immense amount of heat being given off 
by the lighting, Tree Bone had ingeniously modified the 
home’s central AC system to incorporate a “cold 
room.” All AC vents throughout the house were 
plugged, forcing the cool air into one empty room in 
the shady part of the house. Extra AC units were added 
to that room, which was then sealed off as best as pos¬ 
sible. A huge (10-inch) ducting system then carried the 
air from the center of the cold room up through the 
ceiling and over into the flowering room. Suffice it to 
say, the system worked very well. 

The table itself was enormous and covered with 
sleek sheets of linoleum. This allowed Tree Bone to 
easily drain to waste their hydroponic setup—not to 
mention that the system could accommodate rows and 
rows of stacked rockwool slabs, one large 6" x 6" x 6" 
cube for each plant. Each plant site was fed via top-feed 
spaghetti lines for 30 seconds a day, alternating be¬ 
tween nutrient solution one day and pure, fresh water 
the next. The huge 150-gallon reservoir pumped water 
up to the table, where 1-inch, semi-flexible PVC pipes 


fed the spaghetti tubes. The rockwool slabs were com¬ 
pletely soaked, absorbing as much water as they could 
hold with each feeding. The extra water ran off the 
slabs and was collected in a gutter system along the 
front edge of the giant table. 

To drive the garden, Tree Bone had a mix of high- 
intensity discharge (HID) lamps moving across the 
table. There were eight separate tracks of light movers 
in four rows that swung a total of eight 1,000-watt 
lamps over the garden canopy. Four of the lamps were 
metal halide (MH) and four were high-pressure sodium 
(HPS), giving the plants a fuller spectrum. The room 
yields 15 pounds of glorious White Widow per cycle. 

Tree Bone and Sahara wink at each other as I do the 
math in my head. It’s a super-nice yield for a two-person 
team. The duo confides that the real credit is due to a se¬ 
cret combination of nutrients, a recipe they have per¬ 
fected over years of growing. The information was so 
valuable that it couldn't be divulged to HIGH TIMES, but 
they did give me one clue, admitting that they were par¬ 
tial to the General Hydroponics brand when it came to 
nutrients—a good tip from a couple of excellent growers. 

THE WEST COAST WONDER 

That night, I thought about what Tree Bone had said ear¬ 
lier in the day. I thought about how it’s inherent in human 
nature to protect one’s land, home and family. There is a 
primordial instinct to do so, especially when one feels 
threatened. 

And as I lay there on a futon in the shell of a house,

20 feet away from the nurseries and 
flowering rooms, I realized just how 
sad it all was. Here, as throughout 
California, you have this excellent 
couple with a beautiful family and 
proper minds, and yet they cannot 
live freely. This family’s traditional 
endeavor is no less worthy than that 
of, say, a family of doctors or me¬ 
chanics. Yet they must live with fear. 
Fear, even in a state as great as Cali¬ 
fornia—this country's new pioneer in 
civil rights and forward thinking. Even 
here, they must worry about their 
home, their family, their turf. 

California has become, in many 
ways, a wondrous place. From the 
great hills of the northernmost parts 
of the state all the way as far south as 
San Diego, Californians are growing legal, legitimate buds—both for medicine 
and recreation—but must live in constant fear of a provincially minded federal 
government. But what is truly amazing is the perseverance and absolute de¬ 
termination of growers, doctors, patients and the thousands of dispensaries 
across the state. 

In places such as Mendocino and Trinity counties, ganja farms thrive. In 
Los Angeles County, hundreds of medicinal clinics sell cannabis to tens of 
thousands of legal users. And to top it off, California has pushed to the fore¬ 
front on breeding new and valuable strains for the world market.

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Spring is the time of year for new beginnings and popping seeds that will grow out 
to become massive, bud-yielding trees. In this excerpt from his latest cultivation 
manual, Marijuana Grow Basics, Jorge reveals how to unleash the power within 
the magic beans and get started down the road to cannabis-growing success.

Strong plants are the result of strong 
seeds and proper growing conditions. 
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Introduction to Seeds 

A seed contains all the genetic characteristics of a plant. Seeds are the result of sexual propagation 
and contain genes from each parent, male and female. Some plants, known as hermaphrodites, bear 
both male and female flowers on the same plant. The genes within a seed dictate a plant's size; disease 
and pest resistance; root, stem, leaf and flower production; cannabinoid levels; and many other traits. 

The genetic makeup of a seed is the single most important factor dictating how well a plant will 
grow under artificial or natural light and the level of cannabinoids it will produce. Weak plants are the 
result of weak seeds and poor growing conditions. Strong, healthy parents and proper care yield 
strong seeds that germinate well. Strong seeds produce healthy plants and heavy harvests. 

Seeds stored too long will germinate slowly and have a high rate of failure. Vigorous seeds initiate 
growth within seven days or sooner. Seeds that take longer than a 
month to germinate could always be slow and produce less. 

People grow seeds rather than clones because of "hybrid vigor," a 
phenomenon that causes FI seeds that are the product of two true- 
breeding parents to grow about 25% stronger and bigger. 

Typically, a grower who acquires 5 to 15 quality seeds from a rep¬ 
utable seed company germinates them all at once. Once germinated, 
the seeds are carefully planted and grown to adulthood. Normally, 
some of the seeds will be male, some will grow slowly, and two or 
three seeds will grow into strong "super-females." Of these super-fe¬ 
males, one will be more robust and potent. Select this super-female to 
be the clone mother. 

Mature seeds that are hard, beige to dark brown, and spotted or 
mottled have the highest germination rate. Soft, pale or green seeds 
are usually immature and should be avoided. Immature seeds germi¬ 
nate poorly and often produce sickly plants. Fresh, dry, mature seeds 
less than a year old sprout quickly and grow robust plants. 



Germinating 
and Planting Seeds 

To germinate, seeds need moisture, 
warmth and air (oxygen). 

MOISTURE: Soaking seeds in water allows 
moisture to penetrate the protective seed 
shell within minutes. Moisture continues to 
wick in to activate the dormant hormones. 
In 24 to 72 hours, hormones activate and 
send signals to produce a small white root¬ 
let (radicle). 

Moisture is critical now. There must be 
a constant stream of moisture to transport 
nutrients, hormones and water in order to 
carry on life processes. For best results, 
use distilled water. 

Letting germinated seeds suffer mois¬ 
ture stress now will stunt seedling growth. 

WARMTH: Cannabis seeds grow best at 
78°F (25°C). Low temperatures (below 70°F 
or 21 °C) delay germination. High tempera¬ 
tures (above 90°F or 32°C) cause poor ger¬ 
mination. 

Once germinated, move seedlings to a 
slightly cooler growing area and increase 
light levels. Avoid high temperatures and 
low light levels, which cause lanky growth. 

AIR (OXYGEN): Seeds need air to germi¬ 
nate. Moist, soggy growing mediums cut 
off the oxygen supply, and seeds will liter¬ 
ally drown. Planting seeds too deeply also 
causes poor germination. Seedlings do not 
have enough stored energy to force their 
way through too much soil before sprout¬ 
ing. Plant seeds twice as deep as the width 
of the seed. For example, plant a 0.125- 
inch (0.3 mm) seed 0.25-inch (6 mm) deep. 



Pre-soak seeds in a 
glass of plain (distilled) 
water for 24 hours. 


Once seeds have sprouted, they're ready to be moved into the growing medium. 


STEP BY STEP 

Germination and Planting 

STEP ONE: Day 1 

Presoak seeds in a glass of plain (distilled) water 
for 24 hours. Do not soak longer or they could 
rot. At first, seeds will float on top of the water. 

As water penetrates, they sink to the bottom. 
Within a few hours, the seeds will sink to the bot¬ 
tom of the container. Seeds found floating the fol¬ 
lowing day are probably not viable. A small white 
rootlet often emerges from strong, viable seeds. 

STEPTW0:Day2 

Use a dinner plate or a small container with a 
grate. A grate lets excess water drain away. If 
using a plate, tip it to drain off excess water. Set a 
paper towel or cheesecloth on the plate or grate 
and moisten it with distilled water until satu¬ 
rated. Pour the water out of the glass and place 
the seeds on the moist paper towels, then cover 
the seeds with three more moist paper towels. 

Drain off all excess water and put the moist 
seeds in a shady but warm location (70°F to 
90°F, or 21 °C to 32°C); the top of a refrigerator is 
ideal. Check them daily and keep them evenly 
moist but not soggy. Do not let seeds dry out or 
let water stand so that oxygen is cut off to seeds. 
Let excess water drain away freely. 

Note: Prevent fungal attacks by watering with 
a mild 2% bleach solution. 

STEPTHREEE: Days 5-8 

Once seeds have sprouted and the white sprouts 
are visible, they are ready to move into the grow¬ 
ing medium. Seeds that do not show a white 
rootlet now may never germinate. Don't throw 
them out—plant them instead. But such seeds 
may never germinate, and if they grow, they 
could produce weak plants. 

Prepare a seed flat, Jiffy or rockwool cubes, 
etc., for planting the sprouted seeds. Fill the 
seed flat with a store-bought seedling mix, or 
make your own 50/50 mix of fine perlite and peat 
moss or coco peat. Water the mix in the flat with 
plain water until it is completely saturated; the 
water should run freely from the drainage holes 
in the bottom when the medium is saturated. 

Remember, seedlings do not have enough 
stored energy to force their way through too much 
soil before sprouting. Make small indents (0.25- 
inch or 6 mm deep) in the growing medium, one 
for each seed in the individual containers. Use 
tweezers to carefully remove each sprouted seed 
and set it in the premade planting hole. Take care 
not to expose the tender rootlet to prolonged in¬ 
tense light or air. Point the white root downward. 

Cover the sprouted seed with a 0.25-inch (6 
mm) layer of fine, moist planting mix. Once it’s cov¬ 
ered, gently press the soil into firm contact with the 
sprouted seed. Once planted, set the flat or rooting 
cubes of sprouted seedlings under the lamp. 

Note: Seeds set inside rockwool cubes often 
heave up and out. Germinate seeds before plant¬ 
ing and make sure the white rootlet is at least 0.5- 
inch (1.5 cm) long to avoid this common problem. 
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STEP FOUR: Days 10-14 

In four to six days after planting, most of the 
seeds will have broken through the planting mix 
or emerged from the root cube. Within a couple 
of days, the first smooth, non-serrated cotyle¬ 
don leaves emerge. Some seedlings will show 
their first signs of “true leaves," with the classic 
cannabis serrations and pointed tips. 

After seven to 10 days, all of the seedlings 
will have cotyledon leaves, and many will have 
their first set of true leaves. In 10 to 14 days, all 
of the seedlings should have true leaves that 
are the same size or larger than the cotyledons. 

Some growers apply a mild (quarter- 
strength) fertilizer, but it is not necessary for 
another week. Most important now is to keep 
the soil evenly moist. 









STEP FIVE: Days Sl-30 

Start feeding two to four weeks after the 
seedlings have sprouted. Some growers wait 
until the leaves yellow to begin feeding. Use a 
mild quarter-strength solution. If yellowing 
persists, give seedlings a little more fertilizer. 

step SIX: Days Sl-30 

Peat pellets or root cubes (both seedlings and 
clones) may be transplanted in two to three 
weeks or when the roots show through the 
sides. Feed with a diluted, quarter-strength 
fertilizer solution. 

step seven: Days 26-30 

Grow seedlings and clones under a fluorescent 
light or a dim high-intensity discharge (HID) 
lamp for the next couple of weeks, until they 
have developed two to three sets of true 
leaves. This is a critical time for plants, and 
they need extremely close attention. Do not let 
them dry out! 

Potential Problems 

Too much or too little light, coupled with over¬ 
watering or under-watering, are the main rea¬ 
sons for poor seedling growth. This sickly freak 
trifoliate seedling is the result of dodgy genetics 
as well. 

Over-watering and under-watering are the 
biggest obstacles that most growers face when 
germinating seeds and growing seedlings. Keep 
the soil uniformly moist, but not waterlogged. 

Do not let the growing medium’s surface dry for 
long; keep it evenly moist. Setting root cubes or 
planting flats on a grate allows good drainage. A 
shallow flat or planter with a heat pad under¬ 
neath may require daily watering, while a deep 
1 -gallon pot will need watering every three days 
or more. A properly watered flat of rockwool 
cubes needs water every three to five days when 
sprouting seeds. When the surface is dry (to 
0.25-inch or 6 mm deep), it is time to water. Re¬ 
member, seedlings have few roots to absorb the 
water early in life, and they are very delicate. 

Seeds do not need any extra hormones to 
germinate. Household water contains enough 
dissolved solids (food) to nourish the seeds 
through their first few weeks of life. Supplemen¬ 
tal nutrients often disrupt internal chemistry. 
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Seed Quantities and Pricing 

Seeds are generally sold in packages of 
5 P 10 and 15. Prices range from about 
$3 to $30 US per seed. Often, less ex¬ 
pensive seeds are perfectly adequate 
for many growers’ needs and desires. 
More expensive seeds are usually more 
stable, and extra care has been taken to 
produce them. Furthermore, expensive 
seeds are often the winners of recent 
Cannabis Cups or are more difficult to 
produce. 

My preference is to purchase seeds 
that are in the middle price range. Un¬ 
less they’re feminized, always purchase 
packages of 10 to 15 seeds, because the 
odds are that 50% of the seeds will be 
female and the other half male. Of the 
female seeds, some will show more de¬ 
sirable characteristics than others. 

Feminized Seeds 

Feminized seeds have become very 
popular worldwide. When grown in a 
stress-free environment, virtually all 
feminized seeds grow into female 
plants. For this reason, they are more 
expensive than “normal” seeds. Nor¬ 
mal seeds generally yield a 50/50 mix 
of male and female plants; then the 
male plants are weeded out and the fe¬ 
male plants harvested. 

Receiving Seeds 

Check seeds to ensure that none are 
crushed; if the seeds came in a see- 
through bag, do not open it. If one ora 
few are crushed, call or email the seller 
immediately to explain the problem and 
then return all seeds for replacement. 

If you're not going to plant the 
seeds immediately, remove them from 
the original package and place them in 
a crush-proof container, such as a 
small dark vial or film canister, with a 
dry packet of silicone—the kind you 
find in electronics packages. Store 
seeds in a cool, dark, dry place. Keep 
them dry or they might start to germi¬ 
nate. Also, make sure to label contain¬ 
ers! It’s best to do so before you place 
the seeds inside. 

Storing Seeds 

Some seeds will remain viable for five 
years or longer when stored properly. 
When 50% of the stored seeds do not 
germinate, the average storage life is 
over. Seeds that are a year old (or older) 
often take longer to sprout and have a 
lower rate of germination. Seeds will 
keep for a long time when the humidity 
is less than 5% and the temperature is 
35°F to 41°F (2°C to 5°C). 


tive who will provide good answers to your questions. 
Always call several companies and ask them specific 
questions about the strains they sell. 

Packaging is important. Seeds are easily crushed, 
and the packaging must protect them from damage. 
Many seed companies place seeds inside the channels 
of corrugated plastic; the plastic is then placed inside 
an envelope and mailed. The volume of first-class mail 
is great, and all sorting is done mechanically, so letters 
under one ounce (28 grams) are not opened. 

Occasionally, the postal service will find a seed 
shipment. When they do, they send a letter to the re¬ 
cipient stating that they have confiscated the seeds. No 
further action is taken. 

Caution! Some seed merchants do not tell the truth 
about their seed stock; they’ll sell you seeds that are 
not what they advertise them to be. 
Other companies take your money 
and do not ship the seeds. It is easy 
to avoid such problems with a little 
homework. Always check Green- 
man’s site, seedbankupdate.com, 
for current information on seed 
banks. The site also lists seed 
banks that do not advertise in 
catalogs. Seed sellers are rated 
with one to four stars, depending 
on the quality and service they 
offer. Greenman gives security, 
shipping and payment terms as 
well as a rating for customer 
complaints (including an “X” 
rating for rip-offs as well as 
many other grievances). 

Your final option is to pur¬ 
chase seeds personally 
at a shop. Seeds are 
available at shops in 
many countries. Stores in 
Canada, Holland, Italy, 
Spain, Switzerland, the 
United Kingdom and several 
Central European countries 
sell seeds publicly, which 
means you can walk right in 
and buy them. You can find such 
seed stores listed in cannabis 
magazines, fair guides and web¬ 
sites. When you are able to talk 
personally with a seed merchant, 
you can get exact information and 
ask as many questions as you want. 
Often, the salespeople will have personal stories about 
their favorite strains. 

A word of caution about phone calls: Many national 
governments monitor all international telephone calls. 
Use a telephone card and call from a public telephone 
or one that cannot be traced back to you. If you live in a 
country where seeds are illegal, call from a public tele¬ 
phone and use a calling card. Do not call the seed com¬ 
pany from a telephone located at the grow house. Even 
if you are a medical-marijuana grower in the United 
States, the seeds must pass the US border, where fed¬ 
eral law applies.

Another option is to order seeds 
via mail or the Internet. Check 
cannabis-website forums for more information and 
recommendations. Before you buy anything, send the 
seed company an email with some questions and see 
how long it takes them to respond. Companies with an 
email address and website are usually okay to order 
from, but make sure they answer your emails 
promptly. A good seed company will respond in one to 
two business days with good answers to your ques¬ 
tions. If you do not get a response from a company, do 
not order from them! 

You may prefer to order from a company you can 
contact by telephone. Speak to a qualified representa¬ 


How to Obtain Seeds 

Get seeds from the grower who developed them. This 
is an excellent option, because the grower usually 
knows the strain well and can tell you many details 
about growing it. Most such growers can also tell you 
about other qualities of the plant, such as taste, aroma 
and high. 

You can also find seeds in a bag of buds. Bag seeds 
are okay because you will know more or less what the 
taste, aroma and high of the final product will be like. 
However, you will not know the growth characteristics 
of the plant, and the plant will not be genetically stable 
Often, the seed will grow into a plant that has only 
some of the traits of its parents. It could also have in¬ 
tersex (hermaphrodite) tendencies. 

Many varieties of cannabis 
seeds are available for 
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Seedlings 

During seedling growth, the root system grows rapidly while green above¬ 
ground growth is slow. Water and heat are critical at this point of develop¬ 
ment. The new root system is tiny and fragile, and it requires a small but 
constant supply of water and warmth. Too much water will drown the roots, 
often leading to root rot and damping-off (rotting at the soil line). Lack of 
water will cause the developing root system to dry up. 

As seedlings mature, some will grow faster, stronger and appear health¬ 
ier in general. A little heat now will help nurture small seedlings to a strong 
start. Other seeds will sprout slowly and 
be weak and leggy. Most growers cull the 
weak, sickly plants during the third to 
fifth week of growth and focus attention 
on the remaining strong survivors. 

Speed root growth by keeping the soil 
2°F to 5°F (1 °C to 2°C) warmer than the 
ambient air temperature. Ideally, the am¬ 
bient air temperature should be 75°F 
(24°C), and the growing-medium temper¬ 
ature should be 77°F to 80°F (25°C to 
27°C). Use a heating mat or cables to 
raise the temperature of the growing 
medium if necessary. 

If you have just a few seedlings, you 
may want to save the weak, slow-growing 
plants. Baby such small plants along and 
let them grow longer until they catch up 
with the others before moving them into 
the next stage of growth. 

Seedlings need at least 16 hours of 
light daily. Many growers give seedlings 
18 to 24 hours of light per day so they will 


grow as fast as possible. Seedlings that receive 16 hours of light and 8 hours 
of darkness tend to produce more female plants. 

Seedlings require less intense light nowand grow well under fluorescent 
tubes or compact fluorescent lamps (CFL’s) for the first two to three weeks. 
Keep fluorescent tubes 2 to 6 inches (5 to 15 cm) and CFL’s 12 to 18 inches (30 
to 45 cm) above the seedlings. 

Metal halide (MH) or high-pressure sodium (HPS) lights can also be used 
to grow seedlings. Growers prefer MH lights because the color spectrum of 
HPS lamps tends to make the seedlings stretch between branch internodes. 

Keep these lights 3 to 4 feet (90 to 120 cm) 
above seedlings for best growth. 

The seedling stage is over when rapid fo¬ 
liage growth starts. Rapid foliage develop¬ 
ment aboveground is the beginning of the 
vegetative-growth stage. Plants need more 
room to grow, and transplanting them into a 
larger container hastens development. Now 
you are ready to transplant the seedlings. ^

What's so different about my system 
versus others? 

1) Three separate aeroponic/NFT 
(nutrient-film technology) flower¬ 
ing systems allow me to run a nine- 
week flowering cycle. This allows 
the buds to fully ripen and also al¬ 
lows me to grow strains with more 
sativa in them. 

2 ) I use 100% organic nutrients for 
the sweetest-tasting bud you can 
imagine. 

3) I take my cuttings from my vege¬ 
tative plants. This way I can grow 

10 different strains without having 
to keep 10 mother plants. 



Into the Cloner 

First, I take my 2- to 4-inch cuttings and place them in neoprene sleeves and 
then into 2-inch net pots. There’s no spraying, dipping or anything— just stick 
them in the cloner and you’re done. 

My cloner is homemade, and I have a 100% success rate with this system. I 
use tap water with 150 ml of Clonex clone solution, although no rooting hor¬ 
mone is actually needed. (They do root a little faster with the solution.) The 
cloner runs on the same timer I use for all of my aero setups, set at one minute 
on and five minutes off. The clone system is kept under a 24-inch, two-bulb HO 
(high-output) fluorescent light. I use EZ-Clone sprayers for everything, and I 
run a 396-gph (gallons per hour) pump for all of the systems as well. 

Use an 18-gallon Rubbermaid Roughneck container for your clone unit. 
Everything else will leak! Trust me on this—I’ve tried them all. Half-inch PVC 
pipe is used for the sprayer assembly. Use an 11/64” drill bit for the 
sprayers. Just screw the sprayers right into the PVC pipe. Check out the 
plans for a more detailed example. 

The roots will pop within a few days. After a few weeks, my plants have 
developed a nice root system. I don’t feed them any nutrients yet. 
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A perpetual supply of perfect 
pot is the result of patience, 
planning and hard work. 






STEP-BY-STEP 

doner Building 

STEP 1 - Cutting the %" PVC Pipe 

1) Cut eight 7" lengths. 

2) Cut two IV 2 ” lengths. 

3) Cut one 2'A” length. 

STEP 2 - Preassemble Your Sprayer 
Frame 

1) Start with the top "H.” It’s made from 
the 3 - Tees and two IV 2 ” pipes. 

2) Add the elbows to the tips of the “’H.” 

3) Add the 7” legs and end caps. 

4) Attach the 2 V 4 ” pump-connecting pipe 
to bottom of the "H.” 

STEP 3 - Drilling the Sprayer Holes 

1) Measure and mark the sprayer holes 
according to the plans. 

2) Use the 11/64” drill bit for the eight 
holes. 


STEP 4-Drilling the Lid 

1) Measure out 23 holes as shown in the 
plans. 

2) Use the 2” hole saw to cut the holes. 

3) Use an Exacto knife to clean up the 
holes. 

4) Cut a small hole with the Exacto knife 
just big enough for the cord to fit 
through. 

STEP 5 - Final Assembly 

1) Place the pump and sprayer unit into 
the container and check to make sure 
everything fits well. 

2) Take apart the sprayer unit and paint 
primer on the ends of the pipes and in¬ 
side the fittings. 

3) Start the final assembly on the sprayer 
unit. Be careful, because the glue dries 
fast! Do only one part at a time until the 
unit is completely assembled. 


4) Screw in the sprayers. You may need 
to use a pair of pliers to get them in. 

5) Cut down a neoprene collar to the size 
of the cord hole you cut in the lid. 

6) Run the cord through the lid and neo¬ 
prene collar. Don’t put the lid on yet. 

STEP 6 - Setup and Conclusion 

1) Add enough water to cover the pump, 
but don’t fill it over halfway. You don’t 
want the roots to hang in the water. 

2) Add 150 ml of Clonex solution to the 
water (optional) and adjust the pH to 5.8. 

3) Set your cycle timer to one minute on 
and five minutes off. 

4) Put the lid on the container. 

5) Fill the cloner with your favorite 
strains. Don’t spray the cuttings. 

6) Enjoy your new cloner! You should 
see roots within a week.

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VEGETATIVE UNIT 
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Off to the Vegetative System 

After three weeks, I move the best 14 plants into the vegetative sys¬ 
tem. I use a dual-container aeroponic system. The roots grow 
straight down, which makes the plants easy to transfer to the flow¬ 
ering room when the time comes. The plants are kept under a 250- 
watt metal halide (MH) light set to an 18/6-hour day/night 
photoperiod. Again, all my sprayer systems are on the same timer, 
set to one minute on and five minutes off. This gives the roots the 
maximum amount of oxygen without letting them dry out. 

I run this nutrient formula for vegetative growth: 

Botanicare Nutrients 
126 ml Cal-Mag Plus 
180 ml Liquid Karma 

540 ml Pure Blend Pro Vegetative Formula 

I start at 1,500 ppm (parts per million) and bring it up to 2,000 
ppm by the second week of veg. I change the nutrients every 
three weeks with each new crop and adjust the pH level to 5.8. 




STEP-BY-STEP 

Vegetative Unit Construction 

STEP 1 - Cutting the Vi PVC Pipe 

1) Cut seven 7” lengths. 

2) Cut one 10” length. 

3) Cut two IV 2 ” lengths. 

4) Cut one 17V4” length. 

STEP 2 - Preassemble Your Sprayer Frame 

1) Start with the top "H.” It’s made from the 3 - 
Tees and two IV 2 ” pipes. 

2) Add the elbows to the tips of the "H.” 

3) Add the 7” legs and end caps. 

4) Add the 10” drain pipe to the "H.” Do not attach 
the ball valve yet. 

5) Attach the 1 T/u' pump-connecting pipe to bot¬ 
tom of the "H.” 

STEP 3 - Drilling the Sprayer Holes 

1) Measure and mark the sprayer holes according 
to the plans. 

2) Use the 11/64” drill bit for the 10 holes. 

STEP 4 - Drilling the Lids & Containers 

1) Measure out 18 holes as shown in the plans. 

2) Use the 2” hole saw to cut the holes. 

3) Mark the exact center inside the plant container. 
Cut a 2” drain hole. 

4) Cut a 2” drain hole in the exact center of the 
reservoir lid. 

5) Cut a 2” access hole in the corner of the reser¬ 
voir lid so you can see and maintain water level. 

6) Cut a 13” to 16” hole in the side of the plant 
container for the drain valve as shown in the 
plans. 

7) Use the Exacto knife to clean up the holes. 

STEP 5 - Final Assembly 

1) Place the sprayer unit into the container and 
check to make sure everything fits well. 

2) Take apart the sprayer unit. 

3) Start the final assembly on the sprayer unit. Start 
applying glue to each piece. Once again, be careful, 
because the glue dries fast! Do only one part at a 
time until the unit is completely assembled. 

4) Screw in the sprayers. You may need to use a 
pair of pliers to get them in. 

5) Put the pump in the reservoir and attach the 
down pipe. 

6) Put the reservoir lid on and place the plant unit 
on top. 

7) Connect the sprayer unit to the down pipe (pump). 

STEP 6 - Mixing the Nutrient Formula 
Botanicare Nutrients 

1) 126 ml Cal-Mag Plus 

2) 180 ml Liquid Karma 

3) 540 ml Pure Blend Pro Vegetative Formula 

Mix all the nutrients together in a 1 -gallon jug and 
top off with water. Shake well! 

STEP 7 - Setup and Conclusion 

1) Add 15 gallons of water (approximate) to the 
reservoir. 

2) Add nutrient mixes until the meter reaches 
2,000 ppm. 

3) Adjust the pH to 5.8. 

4) Put the lid on the plant unit. 

5) Fill the vegetative unit with your favorite strains 
from the clone unit.

You should 
see amazing growth rates.8) Don’t forget to pass 
the love on.... 
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On to the Flowering Room 

When the time comes, I just pull my plants 
out of their containers and move them into 
the flowering room. I use two 1,000-watt 
high-pressure sodium (HPS) lights, for a total 
output of 290,000 lumens. My lights have 
vented hoods that take the air from the room 
and vent it into the attic—this way, the room is 
totally sealed to keep the CO 2 in. I use a 440- 
cfm (cubic feet per minute) fan to vent my 
lights. I run the lights at night to help keep the 
temps down. 

I use an A/C unit during the summer but 
don’t need it the rest of the year. I use a com¬ 
plete greenhouse-control system with CO 2 .1 
keep my CO 2 at 1,500 ppm during the day 
cycle. I keep my humidity below 60% and have 
a 200-cfm fan that vents into the attic to keep 
the humidity in check. I run three separate 
aero/NFT systems to give me nine weeks of 
flowering time and a three-week perpetual- 
harvest cycle. 

I use a cycle timer for the pumps, set to 
one minute on and five minutes off. Again, this 
allows maximum oxygen to the roots without 
letting them dry out. My three aero/NFT sys¬ 
tems were made using PVC fence posts. The 
plumbing runs inside and is made from the 
same 1/2” PVC pipe I used for the cloner, with 
EZ-Clone sprayers between each plant site. 

14 plant sites. 396 gph pump. The frame is 
made from 3/4" PVC pipe. 18-gallon Rubber¬ 
maid container for the reservoir. 

Here’s my nutrient formula for the flowering 
room: 

Botanicare Nutrients 

126 ml Cal-Mag Plus 

150 ml Sweet 

180 ml Liquid Karma 

540 ml Pure Blend Pro Bloom

STEP 1 - Cutting the 3 A” PVC Pipe for 
the Frame 

1) Cut four 41 ” lengths (label plant 
support) 

2) Cut four 20” lengths (label "H”) 

3) Cut six 4-1/8” lengths (label fence- 
post holder) 

4) Cut three 14-3/4” lengths (label 
one "H”and two end) 

5) Cut four 18” lengths (label plant- 
support leg) 

6) Cut four 12” lengths (label plant- 
support leg) 

7) Cut four 2” lengths (label end) 

8) Cut two 12-1/2” lengths (label 
front) 

9) Cut two 13-1/2” lengths (label 
back) 

STEP 2 - Preassemble Your Frame 

1) Start with the ends. Use 4 - Tees 
and three 4-1/8” lengths to make the 
fence-post holder. 

Don’t 
forget the front and back labels! 

3) Add the 2” pieces to the bottom of 
the tees. 

4) Add the elbows to the 2” pieces.

6) Now make the bottom "H” using 2 
- Tees, four 20” pieces and one 14%” 
piece.

9) Add the 12” and 18” plant-support 
legs and place the plant supports into 
the frame. 

10) If everything fits, then take the 
unit apart and glue all the pieces to¬ 
gether. Be careful, the glue dries fast! 

STEP 3 - Assemble & Cut the Fence 
Posts 

1) Measure and mark the 2” net pot 
holes as shown on the plans. 

2) Clean up the holes with the Exacto 
knife. 

3) Put a large bead of silicon inside 
two of the end caps and place them 
on the back end of the fence posts. 

4) Run a bead of silicon around the 
edges of the end cap and let the 
posts dry. 

5) Cut the bottom Vu” off of the two 
end caps. Use a small-drill drum 
sander to sand an opening for the 
sprayer-pipe assembly. A Dremel tool 
works well, too. 

6) Place the fence posts on the frame 
and use large cable ties to hold the 
fence posts in place. 

STEP 6 - Cutting the Sprayer- 
Assembly Pipe 

1) Cut two 3” lengths. 

2) Cut two 2” lengths. 

3) Cut two 47” lengths. 

4) Cut one 11-1/2” length. 


STEP 7 - Assembling the Sprayer Unit 

1) Drill ten 11/64” holes into the 47” 
pipes as shown on the plans. 

2) Use pliers to insert the EZ-Cloner 
sprayers into the holes. 

3) Attach end caps and elbows to the 
sprayer pipes. 

4) Put the 2” pipes into the elbows. 

5) Combine the two sprayers together 
with a tee. 

6) Add another 2” piece to the tee and 
a downward-facing tee to that. 

7) Attach the last 2” piece to the tee. 

8) Attach the ball valve and garden- 
hose adapter to the last piece. 

9) Try it out in the fence posts and, if 
everything looks good, glue it all to¬ 
gether. 

STEP 8 - The Container Lid 

1) Put the container and lid under the 
fence posts and draw a drain hole under 
the fence posts. 

2) Cut out the hole with a utility knife and 
clean up the edge with the small drum 
sander. 

3) Drill a 2” hole for the pump pipe. 

4) Cut a large access hole with the utility 
knife. Leave one edge attached to make 
a flap that can be closed. 

STEP 9 - Final Assembly 

1) Place the pump into the container and 
run the 1IV 2 ” pipe through the lid. 

2) Put the sprayer assembly into the 
fence posts. 

3) Put the container under the frame 
and attach the pump pipe to the sprayer 
assembly. 

4) Apply a few small drops of silicon to 
the drain end caps and place them on 
the fence posts. Don’t use too much sili¬ 
con, because you want to be able to re¬ 
move the caps when needed.

The Mix 

Mix all of the nutrients in a 1 -gallon milk container. Add water 
and shake well. The whole mix will take an 18-gallon reservoir 
to 2,900 ppm, so add about half of the mix and then check your 
ppm. It will be low, so you'll have to keep adding nutrients 
until you get it to 2,000 ppm. Remember, it’s easy to add more 
nutrients but hard to take them out: If you go over, you’ll have 
to drain some of the nutrient water from the reservoir and add 
more plain water. 

This is why you want to take it slow at first. Always adjust 
the pH after you’ve set your nutrients' ppm level. Fill the 
reservoir with water and start adding the nutrient formula 
until it reaches the correct ppm. Your ppm level depends a lot 
on the strain you're growing. A ppm level of 1,700 to 2,000 is 
safe to start with, but some strains can handle over 3,000 pm. 

Every couple of days, I add water. As the plants use up the 
nutrients, you’ll have to add more formula. It’s too easy! All you 
need is a cheap ppm meter. You’ll need one that goes to at least 
2,000 ppm—just stick it in the water and read the number. 

The same with pH: Just put the meter in the water and it 
will show you the pH level. If it’s below 5.8, you add PH up. If 
it’s above 5.8, you add PH down. Simple. 

Flushing 101 

Have you ever smoked pot that smelled like freshly mowed 
grass and had a burning aftertaste? Did it snap, crackle and 
pop like a bowl of Rice Krispies? 

You just smoked pot that wasn't flushed properly. 

Flushing is one of the most important aspects of growing 
bud. Some people will argue that it isn’t really necessary. Don't 
listen to them! Trust me on this: Flushing really helps to im¬ 
prove the smell and flavor. 

I start my flush two weeks before harvest by draining the 
reservoir and filling it with tap water. I let the pump run con¬ 
stantly for about an hour to wash out any nutrients that are 
still hanging around, then I drain the reservoir and refill it. I 
add 150 ml of Clearex and let the pump run normally for 24 
hours. After one day, I drain the water/Clearex and run just 
straight water for the next two weeks. 

I check the reservoir every couple of days. If the level 
climbs to more than 50 ppm, I'll do another reservoir change. 

Your plants will start to turn colors during the flush. This is 
good: It means that they’re using up all the available nutrients. 
I’ve seen purple, red, yellow and blue tones appear during the 
flush. At the end of two weeks, your plants should be ready for 
harvest. 

Reaping the Rewards 

Toward the end of your flush, you’ll need to start checking the 
trichomes with a strong magnifying glass ora microscope. If 
you have a camera with macro capabilities, you can use that to 
inspect the buds. You're looking for the trichomes to turn from 
clear to cloudy. I like my indicas with a little amber in the tri¬ 
chomes, but I like my sativas with the trichomes just starting 
to turn cloudy. This is your window for harvesting. 

If you harvest early in this window, the high will be more of 
a head high—and the more you smoke, the higher you’ll get. 
This is called the "ceiling” of the high. Sativas are well known 
for this type of high, so my predominantly sativa strains are 
harvested at the early end of the window. This gives me that 
soaring, energetic high that keeps climbing the more you 
smoke. It’s great for work and play. 

If you harvest later in the window, you’ll get more of a body 
high—i.e., that "couchlock” feeling you get when you smoke a 
lot of hash-like bud. Indicas and Afghani varieties are the 
strains I look to for a body stone. At around nine weeks, the 
predominantly indica strains are finished. This is late in the 
window for them. The high is very medicinal, and it works 
great for pain and nausea. 
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Time to Cut 

Use some gardening shears and cut 
your plants off at the base. Once I cut 
all the plants, I turn off the pump and 
let the roots dry out. This way, the 
process isn’t so messy, with wet, slimy 
roots everywhere. Then you have two 
options: 


1) Hang the plants to dry and trim the 
buds later. 

Advantages: Hanging them up allows 
the maximum drying time. This lets 
the plants get rid of any leftover nutri¬ 
ents so they’ll taste nice and sweet. 
Disadvantages: It takes longer to dry 
this way, and it's harder to trim the 
buds. Also, you have to watch for 
mold—a longer drying time could 
allow mold to develop. 


2) Trim the buds now and put them on 
a screen to dry. 

Advantages: It's a lot easier to trim the 
buds when they’re fresh; mold problems disappear; and 
the drying time is faster. If you need smoke, trim first. 
Disadvantages: Not many if you’ve flushed properly. The 
buds could dry too quickly, turning crispy on the outside 
while staying wet on the inside. Putting the buds in a brown 
paper bag can be used to slow the drying down. 


To tell the truth, I've done both, and I really can’t tell the 
difference in taste. Then again, I flush the hell out of my 
plants before harvest. Obviously, it’s a lot easier to pull a 
plant and trim it right then—that way, you're done and can 
move on to maintenance. 


Trimming and Curing 

If your stems snap when you bend them, then your buds 
are dry and ready for curing. Curing is the last part of 
growing: It allows the smoke to smooth out and taste bet¬ 
ter. Bud that’s harsh to smoke right after drying will often 
mellow out with time. If you haven’t trimmed the buds, go 
ahead and do the dirty deed. I cure my buds in the classic 
glass jars used for canning. Any brand will work fine. 

Don’t pack the buds in too tightly; you want them to 
breath. Open the jars a few times a day for the first week, 
then open them every few days until they smell sweet. If 
your buds start smelling funky, you didn’t let them dry out 
enough, so take them out and let them dry completely. 

It usually takes a good three months for the best cure. 
Like fine wine, the longer your buds cure, the better they 
will taste. 
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Maintenance and Cleaning 

Taking care of the different systems 
is really quite easy. After every har¬ 
vest, I clean and change all the 
reservoirs. Each system has a gar¬ 
den-hose fitting and valve. I attach a 
garden hose and run the hose into 
the bathtub; then I open the valve, 
plug in the pump and drain the 
reservoir. Be sure to double-check 
your hose so you’re not spraying 
water all over the bathroom! Listen 
for a sucking sound from the pump: 

That tells you it's time to unplug it. 

Don't forget to dose the valve at 
this time! I once knew a guy who 
sprayed water all over himself like 
a total idiot because he forgot to 
close the valve. (I don’t want to 
mention any names, but it starts with "Stink” and ends with "Bud.”) Get 
a garden-hose adapter for your sink and attach the hose; there’s no 
need to haul water around, unless you like that sort of thing. 

After harvest, I remove all the plant matter and clean everything 
with bleach and water. I run a little bleach in the water for a couple of 
hours and then flush with plain water a couple of times. I really clean 
the shit out of all my stuff after every harvest. You want your growrooms 
to be as clean as a hospital. Actually, cleaner would be better. 

I always have a complete set of clean sprayers. I replace the sprayers 
after every harvest and put the dirty ones in a cup of soapy water. Later, 
I’ll scrub the sprayers with my wife’s toothbrush (just kidding). 



COg Basics 

It’s time to talk about air. Your plants need lots of carbon to make the 
sugars that power their growth. The carbon comes from CO 2 in the air. 
But your plants can use a lot more CO 2 than you'll find in the air nor¬ 
mally; that’s where adding CO 2 comes into play. If you increase your 
CO 2 to 1,500 ppm, you can increase your plants’ growth rate. I went 
from 12 ounces to over 16 ounces per harvest once I started using CO 2 . 

Don’t mess with yeast or tablets or all that other crap. You have two 
real options: 


1) a CO 2 tank 

2) a propane burner 


I’ve never used a propane burner, so I'll talk about using a tank and a reg¬ 
ulator. The cheapest way to use the tank is with a timer. Set your timer to 
come on for 15 minutes five times a day. Keep it off during the night. 

Check your CO 2 level with a testing syringe. You can buy them at most 
hydro stores. You draw in 100 cc of air and then push it through the glass 
test tube. You read the purple band and it tells you your CO 2 ppm level. By 
far the best way to regulate CO 2 is with a controller. The controller I use 
checks the CO 2 level and turns on my tank regulator as needed. 


Temps and Humidity 101 

Let’s talk a little bit about air quality. Your plants don't need fresh air; they need CO 2 . 
The need to keep your temps down and bring in fresh air can all be solved by going 
to CO 2 and a dehumidifier system. CO 2 lets you run higher temps, so you don’t need 
to vent as often. The temps can be controlled by A/C. 

The only thing you’ll have to worry about is humidity, but this problem is 
solved by a dehumidifier or a vent fan. Start with vented hoods and vent them 
outside the room. (As mentioned before, I vent into my attic.) Then, when you 
can afford to add CO 2 , you’ll only have to hook up the fan’s input to draw air from 
outside the room. 


You’ll need plenty of oscillating fans in your room to keep the air circulating 
well. The leaves of your plants should be moving at all times. 



Aeroponics 


Plants have needs just like you and me. The biggest difference is that plants make 
their own food. To put it simply, plants make sugars that power their growth. So 
what does a plant need to make sugar? Carbon, oxygen, water and light. They also 
need small amounts of nutrients and, of course, chlorophyll. The plants take in car¬ 
bon (CO 2 ) through their leaves; they take in water and nutrients through their roots. 
What most people don’t know is that plants also take in oxygen through their roots. 

Because plants give off oxygen, many people believe that O 2 is a nonissue. In 
reality, it's usually the determining factor in maximum plant growth. So if you look 
at what a plant needs, it’s obvious where the bottlenecks can occur. 

Light is the most important element in any growing setup, because light powers 
photosynthesis. The more light your plants have, the faster they’ll grow—it’s that 
simple. 

Water and nutrients are actually the nonissue. Why? How many of us have ever 
had a problem over-watering and over-fertilizing? I know I have: It’s easy to give 
your plants too much water and drown their roots—and too much fertilizer means 
you’ll burn the shit out of them. So the problem isn’t giving your plants enough 
water and nutrients—it’s usually giving them too much! 

Carbon is one of the building blocks of sugar. Plants need lots of CO 2 for fast 
growth. Normal air contains from 200 to 500 ppm—not much when you consider 
that plants can easily use 1,500 ppm or more. 

Oxygen, as I said earlier, is probably the most overlooked element in plant 
growth. Even though plants give off more O 2 than they take in, they still use lots of 
oxygen in the sugars they make, 
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Exploring the Mind-Bending World of Salvia Divmorum 


Until recently, this powerful hallucinogenic plant was largely unknown-and then it was discovered 
by the YouTube generation. But though its effects are extremely psychedelic, salvia is no party drug.

A bout 3D seconds after smoking the dark 
herbal extract, the effects began, and I 
felt my entire sense of identity sud¬ 
denly shift. I was instantly trans¬ 
formed from a human being into a tiny, 
disembodied speck of consciousness—completely 
bewildered as to what I was and amnesic of my 
former identity. I was suspended in a hyperspa- 
tial dimension, a crystalline network of pulsing 
energies that was filled with countless other 
miniature beings like me. I found myself inside a 
kind of space within space—one that appeared to 
transcend the whole three-dimensional universe. 

Suddenly, my identity shifted again as a portion of the space and be¬ 
ings around me folded and twisted into me, becoming a part of me. More 
and more layers of the space around me continued folding in and becom¬ 
ing a part of my expanding sense of identity—until, finally, I was my fa¬ 
miliar human self again. This strange and somewhat unsettling 
experience was the result of my smoking an extract made from the leaves 
of the Salvia divinomm plant. 

Although the Latin name literally translates as “sage of the seers,” this 
powerful hallucinogenic plant goes by a number of other names: Shka- 
Pastora (“Leaves of the Shepherdess”), Diviner’s Sage, Ska Maria Pastora, 
Yerba de Maria, Magic Mint, Sally-D. And until fairly recently, salvia—an 
innocent-looking member of the mint family whose hallucinogenic powers 
can dwarf those of magic mushrooms and LSD—was virtually unknown 
outside of a small region of Oaxaca in Central Mexico, where it has been 
used as a shamanic healing tool by the Mazatec Indians for hundreds of 
years. The Mazatec shamans use salvia to facilitate divinatory or vision¬ 
ary states of consciousness during their spiritual healing sessions when 
psilocybin mushrooms aren't in season. According to ethnobotanist Daniel 
Siebert: “The Mazatec shamans primarily take it ceremonially, as a tool for 
gaining access to the supernatural world, or what they believe to be the 
realm of divine beings and supernatural entities.” 

The Salvia divinomm plant is a sprawling perennial herb found in the 
moist, isolated and shaded regions of Oaxaca, where it grows to well over a 
meter in height. Salvia has hollow square stems, large green leaves, and oc¬ 
casional white and purple flowers—but only rarely produces viable seed. 


There’s nothing particularly striking about the way 
this plant looks, and it easily blends in with ordi¬ 
nary houseplants. Like com and bananas, salvia is 
thought to be a cultigen, a plant that has been delib¬ 
erately altered or selected by humans. This means 
that it is not known to grow in the wild, though it 
may have done so in Central Mexico at one time. 
Salvia leaves contain the extremely potent dissocia¬ 
tive psychedelic compound salvinorin A. 

Salvia has had a relatively hidden existence for 
most of its history, known only to the Mazatec Indi¬ 
ans and a small handful of anthropologists who 
were dubious about its psychoactive properties. 
However, since the mid-1990s it has become widely available in the US, Eu¬ 
rope and other parts of the globe, largely as a smokable herb. Salvia’s popu¬ 
larity is primarily due to the discussion of its psychoactive properties on 
the Internet and the improved methods of ingestion that have been devel¬ 
oped. There are now scores of vendors online promoting its sale as a legal 
hallucinogen; many of these businesses sell live Salvia divinomm plants, 
dried leaves, extracts and other preparations. 

The late ethnobotanist Terence McKenna was one of the first Westerners 
to start publicly discussing salvia’s strange hallucinogenic effects during 
the mid-’90s, not long after ethnobotanist Daniel Siebert discovered the 
psychoactive properties of salvinorin A in 1993, as well as the proper meth¬ 
ods for ingesting it to obtain hallucinogenic effects. Salvinorin A does not 
appear to be active when eaten, and it may be destroyed in the digestive 
system, but it can be smoked or absorbed sublingually through the mucus 
membranes in one’s mouth. 

However, salvia’s current popularity is also a bit mysterious, since so 
many people find its effects unpleasant. Everyone who tries it agrees: This 
is definitely no party dmg—and a large percentage of people who try it 
have no interest in taking it a second time. “Only a small percentage of 
people actually buy it more than once,” says Rick Doblin, the director of 
the Multidisciplinary Association for Psychedelic Studies. “It’s not fun in 
the way people normally seek out drugs.” According to Brian D. Arthur, 
who founded the online herbal-supply company Mazatec Garden, there 
are only a handful of repeat customers for his salvia products, “maybe 2D 
percent or less; most are new customers.”

Arthur thinks that the current vogue for 
salvia isn’t a mystery at all: It’s “primarily due 
to the constant barrage of sensationalist media 
stories,” he says. “7he New York Times, the LA 
Times, USA Today, The Today Show, Ur. Phil and 
The Doctors have all prominently featured 
salvia.” Ironically, he adds, “salvia has been reg¬ 
ularly featured by the media since 2001 as a 
‘dangerous new Internet drug.’ Every time a 
mainstream article comes out, sales skyrocket.” 

Salvia is considered by its most thoughtful 
users to be a serious shamanic tool. Unlike the ef¬ 
fects generated by LSD, magic mushrooms or 
cannabis, even mild salvia journeys are far too 
otherworldly to be undertaken casually in a so¬ 
cial context. YouTube is filled with disturbing 
videos of reckless teenagers smoking salvia for 
the first time, then spacing out and acting weird 
and disoriented for around five minutes while 
their friends laugh and tease them. The Mazatec 
shamans would be seriously appalled, I’m sure, 
but this type of careless use also concerns re¬ 
spectful psychonauts and research scientists— 
not only because these people may be 
endangering themselves, but also because they’re 
placing the plant's legal status in jeopardy. 

Salvia’s legal status varies considerably 
from country to country, and within the US it 
varies from state to state. In the past few years, 
a number of states have either made salvia ille¬ 
gal or restricted its sale to people over the age of 
18, yet it remains unscheduled on the federal 
level—although the Drug Enforcement Adminis¬ 
tration is closely monitoring it. In fact, Salvia 
divinorum and salvinorin A are specifically 
scheduled or controlled in only a few countries. 
Both are illegal for personal use in Australia 
and Denmark, while other countries—such as 
Belgium, Finland, Italy and South Korea—have 
certain restrictions in place. 

US states that have laws banning the sale of 
salvia include Louisiana, Missouri, Tennessee, 
Oklahoma, Delaware, North Dakota, Illinois, 
Kansas, Virginia, Ohio, Florida and Mississippi. 
In Maine and California, the sale of salvia to mi¬ 
nors is prohibited. The legal status of salvia 
changes frequently, and Siebert says that its 
prospect in the future looks “bleak.” (To stay up 
to date on salvia’s legal status around the world, 
go to www.sagewisdom.org/legalstatus.html.) 

Possible Medical Applications 

Some scientific researchers are concerned that 
if serious legal restrictions are placed on 
salvia—or on its primary psychoactive compo¬ 
nent, salvinorin A—it will prevent them from 
being able to study the plant’s possible medical 
properties (as has long been the case with other 
psychedelics, to say nothing of cannabis), while 
doing little or nothing to prevent its misuse by 
young people. Salvinorin A is unique among 
psychedelic substances in the way that it tar¬ 
gets the brain, which could make the plant, or 
its derivative chemicals, useful for treating a 
number of different medical conditions. 

Pharmacologically speaking, salvinorin A 
appears to be a relatively safe compound. No 
one has ever suffered a life-threatening phar¬ 
macological reaction from it, and no long-term 


negative physical effects have been observed. 
According to pharmacologist Oliver Grundmann 
and his colleagues at the University of Florida, 
animal studies with salvinorin A show no evi¬ 
dence of any short-term or long-term toxicity, 
and the Mazatec Indians have used it safely for 
many generations. Salvinorin A’s unique psy¬ 
choactive properties have been shown to cause 
unusual neurochemical activity in the brain, 
which has led a number of scientific re¬ 
searchers to speculate that it may have valu¬ 
able medical applications as an antidepressant, 
an analgesic and a therapeutic tool for treating 
stimulant-drug addictions, some types of stroke 
and Alzheimer’s disease. 

Although there aren’t any human studies 
being conducted with salvinorin A at present, a 
significant amount of animal research is un¬ 
derway. The painkilling properties of salvinorin 
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Terence McKenna was 
one of the first to discuss 
salvia’s strange effects. 

A and its analogs are currently being studied 
by Tom Prisinzano, a medicinal chemist at the 
University of Kansas. Bruce Cohen at Harvard 
Medical School has been developing chemical 
analogs of salvinorin A for their possible anti¬ 
depressant and mood-modulation properties. 
Bryan Roth and his colleagues at the Univer¬ 
sity of North Carolina think that salvinorin A 
shows promise in providing new insights into 
the workings of the brain, drug dependence and 
psychosis. 

Many people who have tried salvia report an 
improved mood afterwards, and this lasting an¬ 
tidepressant effect may offer a new route for 
treatment of clinical depression. In one survey 
published on Erowid.org, Matthew Baggott 
found that 44.8 percent of salvia users reported 
an improved mood, while 25.8 percent experi¬ 
enced “antidepressant-like effects” lasting 24 
hours or more. Other commonly reported after¬ 
effects include an increased feeling of insight, a 
pervading calmness and an increased sense of 
connection with nature. 

Siebert and other researchers think that 
salvinorin A’s unique pharmacological proper¬ 
ties may lead to new types of pain medications, 
and a number of pharmacologists are working 
to develop chemical analogs that have pain-re¬ 
lieving or antidepressant properties without the 
mind-bending psychedelic effects. However, 
some psychotherapists think that salvinorin As 
consciousness-altering effects may also have 
useful medical applications, and that the un¬ 
usual states of mind it engenders may have the 


potential to enhance certain forms of psy¬ 
chotherapy. A number of different psychedelic 
drugs are currently being studied to assess 
their ability to enhance the psychotherapeutic 
process and help people suffering from difficult- 
to-treat psychiatric disorders. Siebert and others 
think that salvinorin A’s hallucinogenic proper¬ 
ties might be useful in this regard. 

Salvinorin A is a type of organic chemical 
known as a diterpenoid, which is a potent k-opi- 
oid (kappa-opioid) receptor agonist in the brain. 
This was determined by Bryan Roth and col¬ 
leagues in 2002 at the National Institute of Men¬ 
tal Health; it means that salvinorin A binds to a 
specific type of opiate receptor in the brain but 
doesn’t activate the mu-opioid receptor that 
morphine acts on, which is what makes mor¬ 
phine both euphoric and addictive. Unlike the 
so-called “classical” psychedelics, salvinorin A 
has no actions at the serotonin 2A receptor— 
which is the principal molecular target respon¬ 
sible for the psychedelic effects of LSD, 
psilocybin, DMT and mescaline—and it’s the 
first non-alkaloid psychedelic ever discovered. 
Salvinorin A also has effects that are nothing 
like those of the traditional opiates, and it is the 
most potent natural psychedelic known. Like 
LSD, salvinorin A is active in the micro-dose 
range; a few hundred micrograms—a mere 
speck the size of a very small grain of salt—is 
enough to launch most people into the far 
reaches of hyperspace. 

Although the traditional use of salvia by the 
Mazatec Indians involves chewing the leaves, 
most Westerners smoke them. Smoking dried 
salvia leaves in their natural state is often inef¬ 
fective, since the plant doesn’t produce salvi¬ 
norin A in very large quantities, so extracts are 
made that are then reapplied to the leaf to in¬ 
crease its potency. These extracts can vary in 
potency from around five to 68 times the aver¬ 
age amount of naturally occurring salvinorin A, 
and the resulting grades of salvia leaf are usu¬ 
ally indicated by a number followed by the mul¬ 
tiplication sign (such as “5x,” “lOx,” etc.). But 
though these numbers may be roughly indica¬ 
tive of the relative concentration of salvinorin A, 
they should not be taken as absolute, since the 
actual potency seems to vary considerably. This 
should come as no surprise, since the salvia 
market is unregulated, and the potency always 
depends on the naturally varying strength of 
the untreated leaf as well as the efficiency of the 
extraction process. 

What Does the Salvia Experience Feel Like? 

Salvia, when smoked, is often reported to pro¬ 
duce experiences that are relatively brief in du¬ 
ration, with the peak rarely lasting more than 
five or ID minutes (although subjectively this 
may feel much longer). The experience usually 
begins around 3D seconds after holding the 
smoke in the lungs, and one is completely back 
to baseline after around 30 or 40 minutes. 

Chewing on a quid of rolled salvia leaves, as 
the Mazatec shamans do, or applying an alcohol- 
based, sublingual herbal tincture of the plant 
under one’s tongue will produce a different type 
of experience than smoking it. The effects come 
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□n gradually over a period of 15 minutes, are 
gentler and last significantly longer—generally 
for a full hour or two. People disagree as to 
whether smoking or sublingual absorption is 
preferable. In my personal experiments, I far 
preferred the sublingual tincture. I found the 
experience much easier to work with, and it’s a 
gentler ride. However, others prefer the rapid 
onset, brief duration and greater intensity that 
come with smoking it. 

While under the influence of salvia, people 
often report radical shifts in perception, seeing 
visions with their eyes closed and unusual 
changes in everyday objects with their eyes 
open. Sometimes people find themselves laugh¬ 
ing uncontrollably, even when nothing seems 
particularly funny. Time and space can become 
distorted in strange ways. The sensation of 
being pushed, pulled, twisted, or taken into al¬ 
ternative dimensions and other realities is com¬ 
mon, as is the feeling of other presences, other 
people and even contact with nonhuman enti¬ 
ties. The plant itself is often perceived as a fe¬ 
male spirit while a person is under its influence. 

Higher doses can cause people to completely 
dissociate from their body, which means that 
people who ingest strong doses need to be 
watched carefully so that they don’t acciden¬ 
tally harm themselves. With higher doses, people 
sometimes become oblivious to their physical 
surroundings and completely immersed in an¬ 
other world; all thinking in the brain shuts down, 
although a very lucid awareness remains. Often, 
people completely forget that they are under the 
influence of a psychoactive substance—which is 
why experienced users insist that a sober sitter 
always be present when one is experimenting 
with the plant. After the experience ends, many 
people describe feeling an “afterglow,” an up¬ 
beat, life-affirming, antidepressant effect that 
can last for a day or more. 

However, as mentioned earlier, many peo¬ 
ple find the effects of salvia to be unpleasant, 
and some have had extremely frightening ex¬ 
periences with it. People can undergo states of 
terror and panic—perhaps more so than with 
other, gentler psychedelics, such as LSD or 
magic mushrooms. Although altogether differ¬ 
ent subjectively, the effects of salvinorin A are 
comparable to the super-psychedelic intensity 
of the powerful hallucinogenic substance DMT. 
Smoking strong doses of salvia can be psycho¬ 
logically unsettling if one isn’t properly pre¬ 
pared—and even if one is. Psychonauts 
repeatedly stress that this substance is a pow¬ 
erful shamanic tool and is not for psychedelic 
novices. Some people report having utterly 
hellish experiences that shook them up for 
weeks or months afterwards. 

Another common experience with salvia is 
that things that we normally perceive as inani¬ 
mate objects suddenly appear to be made up of 
conscious beings or spirits. Like the furniture in 
the background of Disney films, clocks, toys and 
lamps take on personalities; conversely, many 
people actually feel like they have become an 
inanimate object, such as a table, a chair or even 
the varnish on a piece of furniture. D.M. Turner 
describes becoming the side of a house after 


smoking salvinorin A and fearing that he would 
stay that way forever. Some experiences can be 
even more bizarre. One person wrote me about 
reliving a memory from her early childhood, 
when she was playing with a cherished toy— 
only this time she experienced the memory from 
the toy’s point of view. Another person wrote me 
saying that she became the couch in the house 
where her mother grew up, and watched her as a 
child and then as a teenager from that perspec¬ 
tive, thereby gaining insight into why her 
mother had valued conformity so much. 

Because experiences with salvia can seem so 
strange and alien, many people have consider¬ 
able difficulty integrating it into their personal 
lives or even relating to it on a human level. One 
person on Erowid wrote: “Whatever it was I was 
falling into, or becoming, or being snatched up 
in, it had some vague connection with human-

ity—but it was like humanity was one small 
node in its superstructure.” To some people, the 
trip is largely incomprehensible. I’m reminded 
of one young woman that I watched smoking 
salvia in a YouTube clip: As she came back from 
a particularly harrowing journey, she simply 
repeated, “What the fuck just happened? What 
the fuck just happened ?” 

When I began writing this article, I started 
several discussions about salvia on Tribe.net. In 
one of them, “Stuart” wrote: “The experience of 
Salvia divinorum doesn’t compare to any other 
entheogen. It’s more like... everything in your 
life experience is images projected on a screen, 
a screen so omnipresent that you’d never no¬ 
ticed it, and now the screen gets shredded to 
bits. I couldn't say it’s a good thing or a bad 
thing. But it’s a WOW thing, to the greatest de¬ 
gree. If I were to offer it to a friend, I’d make very, 
very sure that the friend understood that one 
should try this only if one highly, highly values 
WOW experiences.” 

Another person wrote me the following 
words, which, I think, express the view of a lot of 
people who build up a relationship with salvia 
and integrate it successfully into their lives: 
“[T]he majority of salvia aficionados have a sa¬ 
cred intention. According to ... [Matthew Bag- 
gott’s] survey on Erowid, 74 percent of repeat 


visitors do so for reasons described as spiritual 
.... I think that the overwhelming impression is 
that this is sacred... and not to be trifled with... 
a profound mystical portal of deep and bewil¬ 
dering significance that can bestow peace, heal¬ 
ing, gratitude and wonder.” 

Again and again, the most common re¬ 
sponse that I got from regular salvia users was 
that they used it as part of a spiritual practice, 
echoing the original intention of the Mazatec 
shamans. J.D. Arthur explains why this is so in 
his book Peopled Darkness , in which he writes: 
“Salvia can restore, if only for a few moments, 
our birthright of pure thoughtless awareness 
that lies quietly beneath the clatter of thought.” 
What Arthur is describing here appears to 
dovetail quite significantly with the goal of 
many Eastern spiritual practices, such as Bud¬ 
dhism and Hinduism. 

Learning More About Salvia 

Several exceptionally good books—or trave¬ 
logues—have been written about salvia’s un¬ 
usual effects. The late psychonaut D.M. Turner 
wrote Salvinorin: The Psychedelic Essence of 
Salvia Divinorum, which chronicles his coura¬ 
geous explorations with this strange botanical 
wonder and the synergistic combinations that 
he tried mixing it with other psychedelics. J.D. 
Arthur’s Peopled Darkness: Perceptual Transfor¬ 
mation Through Salvia Divinorum provides an 
unusually articulate description of salvia’s 
seemingly indescribable effects and a fascinat¬ 
ing discussion of how they can radically trans¬ 
form one's perception of reality overtime. Martin 
Ball has written another excellent book, Sage 
Spirit: Salvia Divinorum and the Entheogenic Ex¬ 
perience, while Daniel Siebert is currently com¬ 
pleting the definitive work on the subject. 

Because salvia experiences can be so visu¬ 
ally dramatic, its use has also inspired some 
pretty incredible artwork. For example, artist 
Luke Brown—whose work accompanies this ar¬ 
ticle—has done some especially good paintings 
that capture a number of visual aspects of the 
salvia experience. 

Finally, the best online source for scientifi¬ 
cally accurate information about salvia and 
salvinorin A is Daniel Siebert’s Salvia Divinorum 
Research and Information Center (www.sagewis- 
dom.org); his FAQ page and user’s guide are es¬ 
sential reading for anyone considering trying 
salvia. Siebert also has a free email newsletter 
called “The Salvia Divinorum Observer” that you 
can sign up for, which covers new scientific 
findings and provides updates on pending leg¬ 
islation, changes in legal status and recent 
media coverage. The Salvia divinorum section 
on Erowid.org is another invaluable resource on 
this fascinating plant, and the Psychonaut and 
Salvia divinorum tribes on Tribe.net are lively 
places for discussion on the topic. ^

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The HIGH TIMES Interview with Rick Doblin. By David Bienenstock | Photos by Waterbear 


In 1972, at age 18, Rick Doblin decided to become an underground psyche¬ 
delic therapist, after his own early experiences with LSD left an indelible 
impression. Psychedelics could prove transformative, Doblin reasoned, 
but many people would require a qualified attendant to shepherd them 
through what can sometimes be a difficult experience. 

“I had fears and anxieties that I wasn't strong enough to break down,” he 
recalls of his own introverted, often acid-soaked coming-of-age. “A lot of 
people think breaking down is a sign of weakness, but in many ways, opening 
up emotionally is a sign of strength.” 

At the time, as a draft resister, Doblin stood a better chance of going to 
jail than becoming a licensed professional anything, never mind psychedelic 
therapist. Meanwhile, under pressure from the DEA, the United Nations’ In¬ 
ternational Drug Control Treaties were effectively slamming the lid on prom¬ 
ising research into the potential of psychedelic drugs for personal growth 
and healing. And so, still deeply committed to his idea of helping the world 
come together through firsthand “mystical” experiences, Doblin envisioned a 
life lived underground by necessity. 

At Florida’s New College, his decidedly informal experiments in¬ 
cluded ingesting increasingly large doses of acid and mescaline while 
participating in the school’s celebratory, all-night outdoor dance parties; 
floating in his homemade sensory-deprivation tank; going au naturel at 
the campus's clothing-optional swimming pool; and poring over LSD re¬ 
searcher Stan Grof's as-yet-unpublished manuscript for Realms of the 
Human Unconscious. 

When it all became too much—not to mention far out— Doblin em¬ 
barked on a decadelong retreat from academia. With the reelection of 
Richard Nixon, the continuing war in Vietnam and the collapse of the '60s 
counterculture, the early 70s felt, personally and psychically, like a time 
for self-examination. 

“We weren't able to take psychedelics, become enlightened and 
usher in a new era because we had a lot of internal flaws, and carried 
within ourselves the seeds of our own destruction,” he says now. “We 
were still sexist, racist, hierarchal, or simply not compassionate enough 
toward those in the mainstream.” 


Profoundly shaken by a steady diet of altered reality at perhaps the most 
freewheeling college in America, Doblin dropped out after just one semester 
and turned to a string of construction jobs to “get grounded”—including de¬ 
signing and building Arcturus, a suitably psychedelic home of cedar, granite 
and stained glass specifically designed to support and enhance the experi¬ 
ence of tripping out. Such physical acts of creation helped Doblin to success¬ 
fully integrate his ethereal experiences in the inner realms of the mind, while 
reinforcing his core belief that even the most esoteric psychedelic epiphanies 
must find practical application in order to truly effect positive change. 

Meanwhile, President Jimmy Carter pardoned the draft resisters on his 
first day in office in 1977, but it still took another five years before Doblin re¬ 
turned to college. And even then, he made a major detour along the way, 
after successfully petitioning his academic advisor to approve a trip to Big 
Sur, CA, for a monthlong workshop with his would-be forebearer, Stan Grof. 

Doblin arrived at the prestigious New Age institute Esalen carrying a 
heavy load. As far as he knew, science-based psychedelic research remained 
nonexistent, and that fact didn’t seem likely to change anytime soon. After 10 
years of wandering in his personal wilderness, a now decidedly more mature 
young seeker finally had a chance to work alongside his idol, but he only ex¬ 
pected to learn about holotropics, a new breathing technique intended to help 
replicate psychedelic mind states. Instead, he got let in on a little secret—one 
that would change his life forever. 

At first, Doblin was skeptical about MDMA. An accomplished psychonaut, 
he dismissed what sounded like a “feel-good” drug with a “Why bother?” at¬ 
titude. After spending many long, often painful years using LSD to dredge the 
depths of his soul and battle the demons that emerged, the obscure molecule 
lovingly dubbed “Adam” sounded superficial. Still, Doblin’s inquisitive nature 
made an experiment inevitable, and after hearing a few glowing reviews, he 
overcame his resistance and set aside an afternoon to take the still-legal 
analogue along with his girlfriend. 

The results were “gentle yet profound,” according to Doblin, and taught 
him that important psychological work could be accomplished under the in¬ 
fluence of MDMA, particularly its ability to usher in a state of joy, empathy 
and self-acceptance without significantly impairing sensory perceptions or 
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cognitive function. Rather than dismiss the MDMA love trip as a "false” expe¬ 
rience, he saw it as a brief glimpse into our true human potential, once we 
step outside the fear and repression systematically imparted by society. 

Equally important, Doblin had finally stumbled on the kind of underground 
community of psychedelic researchers he’d been dreaming of since reaching 
adulthood. Starting in the late 70s, when Sasha Shulgin "rediscovered” MDMA 
(first synthesized by Merck Pharmaceuticals in 1912), the powerfully psychoac¬ 
tive molecule had been secretly shared among like-minded therapists and 
used on patients in controlled sessions. As long as MDMA remained legal, the 
treatments—more than half a million in number—were legal too, though previ¬ 
ous experience had taught the concerned parties that reactionary elements 
within the government would try to ban Adam as soon as they discovered it, no 
matter how much promise the substance showed in a therapeutic setting. 

Inevitably, a genie that good jumped the bottle, and soon enough MDMA- 
renamed Ecstasy on the street—found its way into nightclubs, fueling an 
early rave scene with the kind of recreational use that prohibitionists always 
use as a pretext for their purges. In the meantime, Doblin made it his per¬ 
sonal mission to help amass as much credible information as possible on 
MDMA, in order to best prepare for the legal storms gathering on the horizon. 

In July 1984, when the DEA announced its plans to outlaw MDMA, Doblin 
caught the authorities off guard by hand-delivering a petition from the under¬ 
ground researchers and therapists behind the ongoing Adam experiments, 
along with other well-pedigreed acolytes he’d recruited through a discreet 
word-of-mouth campaign. The case went to court, where a DEA administrative- 
law judge recommended treating MDMA as a regulated prescription drug. But 
the head of the DEA nonetheless succeeded in getting Ecstasy placed on 
Schedule 1, the most restrictive category, alongside heroin. 

Undaunted, Doblin founded the Multidisciplinary Association for Psyche¬ 
delic Studies (MAPS) in 1986, an umbrella organization from which he has 
consistently—and effectively—championed legitimate research into the util¬ 
ity of psychedelic drugs. Working to turn on the world from the inside out, 
MAPS has since gotten FDA approval to study MDMA-assisted psychotherapy 
in the treatment of post-traumatic stress disorder. It has also undertaken the 
first study analyzing the effectiveness of marijuana vaporizing; won a lawsuit 


against the DEA for its refusal to license a MAPS-funded medical-marijuana 
production facility; and obtained final approval for the world’s first LSD psy¬ 
chotherapy study since the early 70s. 

HIGH TIMES sat down with Doblin at MAPS’ low-key headquarters in 
Northern California, nestled on the edge of a redwood forest, with a clear 
mountain stream running through the property. Thirty-five years after drop¬ 
ping out of college, Doblin now holds a doctorate in public policy from Har¬ 
vard’s Kennedy School of Government and primarily considers himself the 
head of the world's only nonprofit psychedelic pharmaceutical company. 

He’s got some pretty amazing plans for the not-so-distant future. 

What are your hopes for the Obama administration? What do you think of the 
transition so far? 

So far, President Obama has been slow to comment on drug policy, which is 
rather good since it puts the War on Drugs in perspective as mostly a battle 
in the culture wars rather than a war we can believe in. His selection of 
Seattle police chief Gil Kerlikowske as Drug Czar is also a positive step, 
since Kerlikowske is a pragmatist and not an ideologue. However, it would 
have been even better to have a Drug Czar with a public health rather than a 
criminal justice background. 

The Obama administration, including Attorney General Holder, have also 
publicly repudiated and ordered stopped the DEA’s raids on medical-marijuana 
dispensaries in California, which the DEA blatantly continued after the inaugu¬ 
ration as a way to test Obama on this issue. Whether the administration will re¬ 
verse the DEA’s refusal to end the National Institute on Drug Abuse's monopoly 
on the supply of marijuana for research remains to be seen. 

What is the current state of MAPS’ MDMA study? 

We completed Phase 2 of the study with outstanding results. Now we need to 
replicate our US results in studies by other therapist teams, and also conduct 
studies with different doses and in different patient populations in order to 
prepare for our "end of Phase 2” meeting with the FDA, which will take place 
in about two years. 

Recently, Health Canada accepted our protocol design for a Canadian

MDMA/PTSD [post-traumatic stress 
disorder] study, which will probably 
start in a few months, following the 
importation of MDMA from Switzer¬ 
land. Meanwhile, our Swiss and Is¬ 
raeli studies are moving forward, 
and our Jordanian study looks likely 
to be approved. 

Do you think MDMA and other psy¬ 
chedelic drugs should be legal for 
adult recreational use? 

Politicians always talk about staying 
on message, but I’ve sort of violated 
that, because from the very begin¬ 
ning I’ve had a dual message. We’re 
working on medical use, which is a 
narrow area, but one of the advan¬ 
tages is that science gets involved, 
and so the results that we’re gener¬ 
ating have a certain accepted valid¬ 
ity. And so I talk about psychedelics 
in terms of medicinal use, because 
it’s a necessary step, but I’m also 
strongly in favor of seeing drug use 
as a public-health issue, as opposed 
to taking a criminal-justice ap¬ 
proach. That stance has complicated 
my efforts in a lot of ways, but I feel 
more intellectually honest. 


Do you ascribe any specific 
meaning to the existence of 
psychedelics? 

The value of psychedelics has been 
affirmed for thousands of years. 

Our culture is an anomaly in that we 
don’t have an accepted place for 
psychedelics. I think that leaves an 
incredible imbalance. We’re way 
overdeveloped intellectually—our 
technology is destroying the 
world—but we’re way underdevel¬ 
oped spiritually and emotionally. 
Which means we create tools that 
we don’t have the maturity to han¬ 
dle properly. 

Psychedelics can help us grow 
up as individuals and as a culture, 
while giving richness and meaning 
to our lives. Some of my most pro¬ 
found experiences happen to have 
been on psychedelics, and they’ve 
informed my non-drug life too. 
When we talk about MDMA for ther¬ 
apy, what happens while you’re 
under the influence of the drug is 
not the most important thing—it’s 
what you bring back. So when you 
think about a psychedelic experi¬ 
ence, that integration is key.

How have you managed to succeed 
by working inside the system? 

I’ve been able to not demonize the 
“other,” and I think psychedelics 
play a major role in that important 
ability. In my mind, I’m trying to le¬ 
galize marijuana or MDMA or any 
other psychedelic as a medicine for 
the DEA; they need it as much as 
anyone. So on the one hand, they’re 
my opponents, but on the other 
hand, there’s a deeper connection 
between us. 

You also need to have a willing¬ 
ness to become educated in a way 
that allows you to speak the lan¬ 
guage of the power structure. My di¬ 
agnosis of the '60s is that once you 
identify yourself as the countercul¬ 
ture, you’re going to be smashed— 
but if you identify yourself as kind of 
an advanced scout for the dominant 
culture, that’s a different situation. 
You’re now part of the culture, but 
you just happen to be seeing things 
that they haven’t seen before, or 
you’re helpfully exploring new areas. 

In the past, you've brought volun¬ 
teers to Burning Man to work as sort 
of psychedelic medics in the field. 
How do you prepare them to deal 
with people’s difficult trips, and what 
advice would you offer someone 
contemplating their own psychedelic 
experience? 

We recognize that people are taking 
psychedelics at these events, 
searching for these initiatory experi¬ 
ences, and a certain small percent¬ 
age of them will go wrong because 
they don’t have a safe context. So it’s 


very much like the problems I had 
when I first started taking LSD and 
wasn't prepared for it. 

For many people, Burning Man is 
an expression of the future—and in a 
post-prohibition world, there will be 
people doing psychedelics. We 
brought volunteers to help take care 
of anyone experiencing a difficult 
trip, and in many cases were able to 
take people who might have been 
scarred for life and help them learn 
from these experiences. And so I 
think we’re demonstrating that once 
society opens the door to psyche¬ 
delics, there will still be problems, 
but we have good ways to deal with 
those problems. 

Now, what would I say to some¬ 
one who is contemplating taking 
psychedelics? Well, it isn't my role to 
say you should or shouldn't. The 
government says you shouldn’t, but I 
believe it should be your choice 
based on honest information. If 
someone does decide to do such a 
thing, they should keep in mind four 
basic principles: 1) Do it in a safe 
space, because you've become vul¬ 
nerable in certain ways. 2) Someone 
not under the influence should be 
there to watch over you, but that 
person is not “the guide.” Your un¬ 
conscious is your guide. 3) If prob¬ 
lems come up, think in terms of 
“talking through” rather than “talk¬ 
ing down,” which means address the 
problems head-on. 4) Remember 
that “difficult” is not the same as 
“bad.” You need to surrender to your 
unconscious and work with what¬ 
ever emerges,

Continuing our research into the 
medical and applied uses of 
cannabis, we've discovered another 
patron saint of the cause seeking to 
develop further medicinal applica¬ 
tions and extend their scope. 

Phytiva Pharmaceuticals’ recent 
advances have opened the door to 
producing and commercializing a 
variety of effective whole-plant, 
cannabinoid-based pharmaceutical 
products with a wide range of 
important applications. 

Although cannabis has been 
used medicinally for thousands of 
years, little was known until very 
recently about how it actually 
worked.

the Vancouver Island Compassion 
Society, targeting those with pain 
and sleep disorders. 

Dr. Melamede laid out Phytiva’s 
main goals: “We want to provide a 
reproducible pharmaceutical-grade 
product for people not interested in 
smoking—a product they can get at 
pharmacies the way they do every¬ 
thing else, covered by their insur¬ 
ance.” The superiority of the 
lozenge over the alcohol-based 
Sativex spray is that repeated 
Sativex use can cause throat irrita¬ 
tions, and some patients need to 
avoid (or simply don’t want to con¬ 
sume) alcohol. The Phytiva lozenge 
soothes the throat while simultane¬ 


ously providing many of cannabis's 
other healing benefits. 

Steve Kubby’s presence gives 
Phytiva another distinct advantage, 
since Kubby has used medical pot to 
survive inoperable pheochromocy- 
toma, a rare form of adrenal cancer. 
Due to its rarity, pharmaceutical 
companies haven't found it prof¬ 
itable to develop drugs that would 
fight Kubby's cancer.

Sweet and Tang? Bar-B-Cannabis Sauce 


1/3 cup vegetable oil {not olive oil) 

10 grams commercial-grade cannabis (or 5 grams high- 
grade). finely ground 
3 tbsp chopped green onion 
1 small lime (squeezed for the juice) 

1 tbsp water 

Cook the above ingredients at no more than 200°F for at least 
90 minutes—if you have a Crock-Pot. the “keep warm” set¬ 
ting will probably do the trick. Next, add the ingredients listed 
below, mix well, and simmer very gently for an additional 35 
to 45 minutes while stirring occasionally.

1 tbsp minced garlic 

2 tbsp dark brown sugar 
Vi tbsp chili powder 

1 pinch cayenne pepper 

1 tbsp honey 

1/8 tsp ground ginger 

Vi cup apricot nectar (you can substitute pineapple or mango 
juice) 

Zu cup water 

This makes a little over two cups. Getting a good, solid stone 
takes no more than three to four tablespoons per person. Use 
it for basting, dipping, or as a condiment on burgers and other 
sandwiches.

After all of the cannabis community's 
collective lobbying, litigation, legisla¬ 
tion and protests, the national and 
international tumult caused by a 
British tabloid photo of Olympic gold- 
medal phenom Michael Phelps smok¬ 
ing weed was still the most 
con-sequential event in marijuana-law 
reform since the passage of Cali-forni- 
a's medical-marijuana initiative, 

Proposition 215, in 1996. 

Why? 

Was it the sight of Phelps hitting a 
bong (as opposed to a joint)? Was it seeing the plan¬ 
et’s most celebrated Olympic athlete and overachiev¬ 
er—someone with zero percent body fat—engaged in 
an activity that government authorities claim makes 
you slovenly, fat and unmotivated? Was it that, after 
decades of government-sponsored reefer madness 
and aggressive law-enforcement policies directed at 
“sending the right message to children,” parents 
found themselves confronted with the prohibition- 
created conundrum of having to explain why a highly 
successful and inspirational Olympic athlete uses 
cannabis in the first place? 

Maybe it was the dozens of major editorials, 
columns and commentaries roundly supporting the 
premise that Michael Phelps’s status as a cannabis 
consumer was completely immaterial to his status 
as an elite athlete and modern role model for youth? 

Possibly, Americans—led by the baby-boom gen¬ 
eration—have quietly come to agree with the conclu¬ 
sion of a recent University of Alberta study, which

Rather, 
their use is purposely intended to 
enhance their leisure activities 
and manage the challenges and 
demands of living in contempo¬ 
rary modern society, (italics 
added). 

Or perhaps we’re all wonder¬ 
ing how, after he won eight gold 
medals this past summer follow¬ 
ing years of exhausting training 
and personal sacrifice, we as a 
society can punish a 23-year-old 
like Phelps for indulging in a lit¬ 
tle of the sacred herb to relax? 
And let’s not forget the 
crazed Buford T. Pusser-type sheriff from South 
Carolina who threatened to arrest Phelps after the 
fact. Or the arrest of eight other people based on a 
tabloid photograph.... Oh, wait, I know what finally 
galvanized the public: It must have been the NORML- 
led boycott against the Kellogg Company for drop¬ 
ping Phelps as the spokesman for Frosted Flakes! 

Any way you look at it, Phelps's outing has been 
the catalyst for a wide and revealing array of social 
comment regarding privacy, technology, media 
ethics, celebrity, public health, corporate endorse¬ 
ments, drug testing and—most importantly, from 
NORML’s advocacy perspective—a desperately 
needed nationwide discussion about the reasons to 
end marijuana prohibition so that young men like 
Michael Phelps are no longer considered criminals in 
the first place when they choose to responsibly 
imbibe ganja.

Cathy Jordan 

Better Living Through Cannabis. By Russ Belville 

Don’t tell Cathy Jordan she’s “dying” from ALS (amyotrophic lateral sclerosis, 
better known as Lou Gehrig’s disease). As Cathy once reminded her neurolo¬ 
gist, “I’m here to talk about living!” 

Diagnosed in 1986 with the progressive, usually fatal, neurodegenerative 
disease, Cathy tried traditional prescription drugs that did little to ease her pain, spasticity and stiffness. 
Her condition continued to decline until finally, in 1989 (as Cathy writes at her website, alsand- 
cannabis.com), “I smoked Myakka Gold on the beach in Bradenton [FL]. I felt the ALS stop and every day 
I got stronger.” Not that Cathy was cured—she's in a wheelchair now—but she's lived longer, and 
stronger, with ALS than the best diagnosis had predicted. 

Meanwhile, five years after that fateful day on the beach, Cathy’s amazed neurologist told her: 
“Smoke all the cannabis you can and never tell a soul, because they’ll never believe you.” In 1996, how¬ 
ever, yet another neurologist decided that her advocacy for “illegal drugs” would make her ineligible for 
any stem-cell therapies that might be developed. “The very next day I became an activist,” Cathy writes. 

Since then, Cathy has worked with NORML and Patients Out of Time, participated in “Journey for Jus¬ 
tice” marches and made numerous media appearances, including a memorable debate with drug war¬ 
rior Calvina Fay on ABC News.

Can French inhaling get you higher?

Hi Jacques, 

The effects of French inhaling isn't 
exactly a top research priority, so there's 
not much data on this topic. However, 

THC is absorbed via the lungs very rapid¬ 
ly, so recycling the smoke is un-likely to 
increase its concentration in the blood, 
although the habit might increase your 
exposure to lung irritants. Some folks 
claim to feel higher using this technique, 
but it probably stems from holding their 
breath for a longer time.

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perfect growing conditibns. 
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An accomplished Canadian bud breeder tests his hardy seed stock in the perfect growing climate of Spain. 
Plants bred for short seasons and tough weather, when grown in the bright sun and mild conditions of the 
Mediterranean, produce huge bushes of perfect pot.

During 2008 p a large number of 
Canadian seeds invaded the moun¬ 
tains and gardens of Spain. I arrived 
here a little late to take full advan¬ 
tage of the growing season, but I still 
had the chance to test-grow over 15 
different strains outdoors in my first 
six months. I absolutely love growing 
outdoors and in greenhouses; it's 
the way cannabis was meant to be 
grown. Don't get me wrong: Indoor 
growing produces some of the best 
marijuana on the planet—but there’s 
nothing quite as enjoyable and natu¬ 
ral as growing under the sun. And in 
this climate on the Costa del Sol 
(“Coast of the Sun"), I've grown 
some of the finest, most potent marijuana in the world. 

It’s long been a dream of mine to test my genetics in a more temperate 
climate like Spain’s. Hot summer days and a long growing season make 
Spain an ideal environment in which to grow cannabis. Our location here 
was in a latitude similar to San Francisco and northern Afghanistan. As a 
breeder from the cool climates of Canada, I’ve been fantasizing about 
growing at this latitude for many years. Strains that won’t naturally finish 
flowering fast enough to ripen in Canada are producing astounding results 


here on the 40th Parallel. 

Back in Canada, in the forests of 
British Columbia, the variety of strains 
we can grow is more limited, and the 
yields are diminished by the shorter 
grow season and harsher climates. 
Despite these drawbacks, we’ve bred 
many amazing strains that can thrive 
in harsh climates all over the world. 
Early-flowering Canadian outdoor 
strains like Timewarp, Avalon, 

Bonkers, Mighty Mite and Purple 
Pineberry have been producing mas¬ 
sive crops in cold climates for decades. 
Here in Spain, we grew many of these 
seeds with amazing results. Timewarp 
is harvested in BC at the end of Sep¬ 
tember; in Spain, we harvested it the first week of September! Both Time¬ 
warp and Avalon did great among my outdoor strains, with extra-early 
harvests and double the yields. 

I was most looking forward to growing my saf/Va-dominant strains, like 
Island Sweet Skunk, Grapefruit Haze and Jamaican Grape. At this latitude, 
the cannabis is triggered to start flowering sooner than in more northern lo¬ 
cales. We found that many of our strains finished flowering up to two weeks 
earlier here. In the best Canadian climate, Grapefruit Haze won’t fully mature 
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without a good greenhouse; here in Spain, we har¬ 
vested it the second week of October growing out¬ 
doors, and the quality was simply astounding. 

Among the biggest differences I’ve encoun¬ 
tered between guerrilla growing in Canada and in 
Spain are water availability and soil conditions. 
Outdoor patches in Canada are located in rich, 
deep brown soil that is full of nutrients and mois¬ 
ture. On Vancouver Island, after the plants are es¬ 
tablished in the ground, they rarely need watering 
due to the regular rainfall and water reserves un¬ 
derground. Organic amendments like lime, bone- 
meal, fishmeal and seaweed compost are added 
before spring planting, when the ground is turned 
and prepared. 

In the Spanish mountains, a lot of the soils are 

I depleted and need extreme amendments and fer¬ 

tilizer additions for optimum growth. However, a 
bigger problem is the plants’ need for water in 
such a hot climate. A plant can thrive here in bad 
soil if it's got a good water supply, and in the 40°C 
heat day after day, all plants are going to need 

I plenty of water. During the hot summer months, 

plants with very little water can dehydrate and die 
| in a few hours. On the other hand, the plant size 

that can be attained in midsummer is amazing, 
with some strains growing several inches a day. As 
the plants start flowering, the sun remains bright 
and hot, allowing the buds to ripen under ideal con¬ 
ditions. This makes for some extremely potent pot 
when you’re growing the good genetics, as we are. 

One thing I didn't expect to find here was the 
same problem with mold that we have back in BC. 
Within an hour's drive of the coast, the humidity 
levels are very high: Early-morning fogs regularly 
roll in from the Mediterranean, awakening fun¬ 
guses that I’ve never seen before. Many of the 
coastal growers are fighting mold regularly, and all 
of them had great results with our Canadian genet¬ 
ics and their heightened mold resistance. 
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Clear sheeting protects 
these plants from wind 
and rain. 
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SUMMER STRAIN REPORT 

These 15 strains were test-grown 
guerrilla style in the Spanish moun¬ 
tains. A few (5 to 25) seeds or clones 
of each were grown for research and 
extra smoke. I couldn’t give a lot of 
attention to all of the crops, but I 
couldn’t let a season go by without a 
little guerrilla gardening. 

Bonkers: Two different batches were 
grown. One batch was started on the 
balcony too early and auto-flowered, 
leaving me something to smoke in 
about 10 weeks. The next batch was 
grown in the mountains and was har¬ 
vested in mid-September. The re¬ 
sults were sweet and fruity, just like 
back home. 

Romulan: I only tested two clones 
outside here. The one I got to taste 
was great, with a very thick and heavy 
smoke. The other clone was chewed 
down by some unknown animal that 
left me with only a stump. 

Grape God: This one was amazing, 
and it’s loving the sun! We had sev¬ 
eral seedlings in one patch that came 
up stinky and sticky, and they finished 
early enough to be smoked by the end 
of September. Also, several clone se¬ 


lections from the indoor gardens 
were taken out to the hills, and the 
quality blew me away! The resin was 
so thick it looked like fake buds. 

Island Sweet Skunk: This one got 
very big, very fast. The ISS was the 
one strain I was truly looking forward 
to seeing thrive under the Spanish 
sun. In Canada, it doesn’t finish early 
enough for a mature harvest. As it 
turned out, I wasn't disappointed: 

The buds were large, potent and very 
sweet, and we smoked them as soon 
as they were cured. They were also 
very resistant to the bud rot that at¬ 
tacked a few other strains in the 
same valley. 

Timewarp: I’m excited to be growing 
the Timewarp here. It flowered very 
early, with many of the seedlings 
auto-flowering—it won’t stay in vege¬ 
tative growth very long if it’s in a con¬ 
tainer. Many of the Timewarp seeds 
were started in spring. Some were 
auto-flowered on the balcony in con¬ 
tainers (we harvested buds from 
these throughout the summer), while 
others went up to the mountains for 
an experimental seed crop. 

Durban: These seedlings went 
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straight to flower after being 
planted outdoors. I left a male to 
seed the patch, and it looked like the 
seeds were finishing up nicely. How¬ 
ever, when I returned to harvest 
them the following week, I found 
that the patch had been visited by 
some seed-loving vermin: The 
seeds were all popped out of the 
bud, and the insides eaten out. 

Avalon: By far the most prone to auto¬ 
flowering, the Avalon clones we tried 
outdoors would grow only to a short 
height and then start budding. The 
buds kept getting bigger and bigger 
and ended up being some of the 
largest colas I've ever seen. The 
clones were planted outdoors and in 
containers in the beginning of July 
and harvested at the end of August. 

Stinky: About a dozen seeds were 
started of the Romulan-Grapefruit 
hybrid that’s now been dubbed Stinky. 
These plants turned out well in spite 
of outgrowing their containers and 
drying out several times. Yield and 
size suffered without enough water, 
but the quality was great and very po¬ 
tent. A strong, fruity smell tingled the 
sinuses, making you want to sneeze. 

Grapefruit Haze: Six seeds were 
started, but only two female 
seedlings emerged. The quality was 
stupefying: an intense body stone, 
though your brain rambles on happily 
from thought to thought without a 
problem. (It’s what I’m smoking now 
as I write this article.) The buds were 
a darker green, with lots of resin and 
a very spicy smell dominated by that 
Super Silver Haze odor. The Grape¬ 


fruit genetics quickened the flower¬ 
ing time, and this hybrid was very re¬ 
sistant to the bud rot here. 

Dynamite: A few Dynamite clones 
were flowered on the balcony and 
produced some tasty results. The 
quality was phenomenal—better than 
I’ve ever experienced with Dynamite 
outdoors in BC. The smoke was thick 
and fruity-tasting. 

Diablo: The Diablo was very late to 
start, but still stretched into a large 
plant in a short time. Very long colas 
with deep green buds. 

Romulan x Hash Plant: A clone 
mother was selected from an indoor 
crop. I planted a few outdoors, with 
excellent results—very branchy- 
growing plants in a nice symmetrical 
pattern. The buds were round, 
chunky and easy to trim. Best of all, 
when it came time to smoke, they 
tasted amazing—even better than the 
indoor buds of the same type. 

Grapefruit x Blueberry (3x backcross): 
This was among my favorites from 
our grow in the mountains this year. 
Very sticky buds, with an amazing 
amount of resin crystals and a fruity 
taste. This is my own special, mostly 
Blueberry selection, and it's now 
fruitier than the original Blueberry 
thanks to the addition of a little 
Grapefruit into the genes in the 
first backcross. 

Jamaican Grape: The largest yields of 
all the plants I tried outdoors. They 
were the first to be planted and had a 
chance to get their roots into the 



FEMINIZED FAD 

In Spain, feminized seeds have become very popular. Most growers/ 
smokers just plant a few seeds on the balcony or in the backyard garden 
and then harvest their buds without much thought a few months later. As a 
result, a large number of growers here see regular seeds as a waste of 
time; they have no skill (or interest) in identifying males, so they avoid the 
“problem" by buying feminized seeds. (Also, indoor growing is just start¬ 
ing to gain in popularity, so cloning isn’t practiced by the majority of grow¬ 
ers.) In order to meet this demand for feminized seeds, we’ve started 
several lines that are currently undergoing testing. The first strains we've 
tried out are the Island Sweet Skunk, Dynamite, Edelweiss and Timewarp, 

ground before the strong heat in Au¬ 
gust. My preparation time with the 
soil was limited, so they ended up a 
little under-fertilized. This meant a 
smaller yield, but the smoke was very 
clean and smooth-tasting. I was very 
impressed with all aspects of the Ja¬ 
maican Grape in this climate: strong 
growth, great pest resistance and 
buds of an amazing quality. 

Northern Flame: Only four seedlings 
went outdoors. They were planted in 
a separate area and never got much 
attention. After returning a few 
weeks later in early September, I dis¬ 
covered that a male in the middle of 
the group had pollinated the females. 
Now I only have Northern Flame hash 
to smoke and no seedless buds. 

SPANISH PDT POLITICS 

Most Spanish smokers grow a few plants over the summer without much 
fear of legal jeopardy. The police tend to leave personal growers alone- 
just don’t get caught dealing or it’s straight to jail. This policy keeps profit 
margins down, which makes the cannabis culture here far less attractive 
to the criminal element than is the case in North America. In Spain, pot 
growers/smokers are more accepted as members of society and not 
harmfully stigmatized, and in return marijuana is used more respectfully 
as a regular part of life and not as an instrument of youthful rebellion. 

This means more community cooperation with the police and safer com¬ 
munities as a result. The adversarial relationship between teenagers and 
police that we see in North America isn’t as large a problem here. People 
Bn Spain don’t fear their local police like we do back home, but this 
doesn’t mean the cops are pushovers. Just the opposite: When it’s time to 
take down a real criminal, they don't hold anything back. The police here 
give you a lot more personal latitude than we have in North America, but 
if you cross a certain line, they will not hesitate to mess you up bad.

These strains have completely 
swept the European market: Last year, Low¬ 
ryder II, a ruderalis -based cross, outsold every 
other strain around. 

The only problem was that, over the last 
couple of years, these ruderalis -based strains 
weren't heavy producers—20 to 30 grams (0.75 to 
1.0 ounce) per plant—plus they provided a decid¬ 



edly lackluster buzz. Since then, however, breed¬ 
ers have overcome these drawbacks in the origi¬ 
nal ruderalis genetics.

I always use Windex or some other kind of com¬ 
mon window cleaner to clean the bulbs of dust 
and fingerprints. You don't need any “special” 
overpriced products—just make sure the bulb 
ballast has been unplugged and the bulb is cool 
before cleaning. Also, be sure to clean the inside 
of the reflector at the same time, because dust 
tends to stick to it. A clean bulb and reflector will 
boost your light output by as much as 10%, and 
all it takes is a little of your time. 

SAFE SEEDS 

Where would be a good, safe place to order 
seeds? Also, where could I get all the right nutri¬ 
ents for the plants?

LEMON SKUNK 

I recently went to the ’Dam (Amsterdam) and 
bought some Lemon Skunk seeds from the Green 
House. I have since emailed them and a few other 
places looking for information on the average 
height of this plant and any other info regarding 
the strain, but I can’t seem to get any feedback. 

I'm growing with a Homebox 400-watt high- 
pressure sodium (HPS) light and a four-pot sys¬ 
tem. I spent big to get my kit, so I’m concerned 
about wasting seeds. Any info you can give me 
would be greatly appreciated.

Hi Sian, 

Here are the basics on your strain: The Green 
House (greenhouse.org) won first prize at the 
2008 HIGH TIMES Cannabis Cup with Lemon 
Skunk, a tasty, fragrant, citrusy strain with a 
Haze-based heritage. The high is strong and 
long-lasting—22% THC, according to the Green 
House. Flowering time is about 10 weeks, but 
could take longer. Lemon Skunk grows well in¬ 
doors and also does well outdoors in mild, long- 
season climates. Internodal distancing (i.e., the 
space between branches) is less than with most 
Haze strains. It's a good producer when grown 
properly—I haven't grown it myself, but I have 
talked with others who have. It's not as sensitive 
to fertilizer as most Haze-based strains are, so 
you can give it a bit of fertilizer, but be careful: As 
soon as you see signs of over-fertilization, flush 
the growing medium with water to leach out the 
excess fertilizer salts and then back off on the 
nutrient dosage. Signs of over-fertilization may 
include one or all of the following: curled-down 
leaves, burned leaf tips and edges, purple stems 
and/or leaf stems, and slow growth. Use good, 
clean water and quality hydroponic nutrients 
from a reputable supplier. 

As with growing any strain, be sure there's 
plenty of air circulation and ventilation. I like the 
Homebox because it's inexpensive, very practical 
and easy to control. A few more tips: Be sure to 
take clones of all your plants before they start 
flowering so you'll have spare plants in case any 
problems develop with the ones grown from 
seed. You can also use these clones as mother 
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plants, or grow them out for another crop. The 
other big reason to take clones is that one of the 
cloned plants will be superior to the rest, and you 
want to make sure that you have a copy of the best 
genetics. Finally, to answer your initial question, 
Haze strains grow tall, so bending the buds to re¬ 
duce and even out the garden profile will ensure 
better light coverage for all your plants. 

WET DOPE 

I'm from Quebec, Canada, right outside Montreal. 

I’m 19 years old with one year in this business, but 
with little success so far. The weather kinda didn’t 
favor us—but without the info in your DVDs and 
“Bible,” the situation would have been worse, so 
thanks a million, dude.

Hi Czyaz!, 

Sadly, most decent dope at the Cannabis Cup isn’t 
free: You have to go to the different coffeeshops 
participating and buy your weed there. But you 
won’t have any trouble purchasing quality weed— 
the beauty of buying cannabis during the Cup is that 
you're virtually assured of getting pot that isn’t wet 
or “screened." Screening means that either the 
coffeeshop or the producer tumbled their buds in a 
Pollinator (pollinator.nl) or bounced them a few 
times on a silk screen. This practice knocks off up 
to 5% of the best resin, which is collected and 
pressed into hash. Of course, you never see the 
high-grade hash! 

Good on you, mate! You're a smart grower in¬ 
deed to apply your knowledge to your vegetable 
garden. Fresh veggies rule! 

LIGHTING BASICS 

I have a small room (2‘ x 2‘ x 5‘) in which I want to 
use either metal halide (MH) or HPS lights. I found 
one version of each at a local hardware store, but 
these lights are for outdoor use. Is it okay to use 
them in my growroom? And which would be the bet¬ 
ter choice?

Dear Wyatt, 

As long as the lamps are either metal halide or 
high-pressure sodium, they’re okay to use in your 
growroom. Do not use inefficient halogen lights 
that don’t have the proper spectrum. A halogen 
bulb is tubelike, a little shorter and fatter than a 
common writing pen. Both MH and HPS lamps will 
supply enough light with the proper spectrum 
(color) and intensity to grow cannabis in your 2 1 x 2' 
x 5‘ room. HPS lamps deliver more lumens per watt 
(i.e., more light for the amount of electricity con¬ 
sumed); however, plants tend to stretch a little 
more with HPS lamps than if only a metal halide 
were used. Most MH lamps deliver “white" light 
similar to natural sunlight and are best employed 
for vegetative growth. The main thing to remember 
when using either an MH or HPS lamp is to orient 
the bulb horizontally over the plants so that half the

light they receive is directly from the bulb and the 
other half is reflected. Also, place a 100-watt 
lamp about 12 inches above your plants so they 
receive the most intense light possible. Keep in 
mind that light intensity decreases quickly: The 
further away the plants are from the bulb, the 
less light they'll receive. 

VIRGIN GROWER 

You are my cannabis god! I just recently picked up 
your “Bible” from Amazon.com, and I was 
stunned. I love it! I’m trying to start two plants for 
personal use. It’s my first grow indoors, but I’m 
having trouble and I’m on a tight budget. I don’t 
have room to do any more. Do you have any tips 
for a “virgin” grower like me? I could really use 
some guidance.

Hi Jeremiah, 

Thanks for holding me in such high esteem. I’m 
just a regular guy like everybody else—all I've 
done is traveled and grown more than most. What 
sets me apart is that I share my information with 
other growers. This is something any grower can 
do, and trust me: If you do, you’ll receive much 
more information in return, and have more to 
share the next time around. It’s quite simple. But 
be smart about sharing information. Share with 
people over the Internet via a proxy server. Do not 
share with people who could pose a security risk 
to you or your loved ones. 

Plants are simple, just like people—you just 
have to know what they want. First, get some 
good seeds. You can find them occasionally in a 
good bag of dope, often referred to as “bag seed.” 
You can also can buy them, which can be compli¬ 
cated. Or you can get some female cuttings or 
clones from somebody. You don't have to spend a 
lot of money for seeds when you're a newbie. 
Cannabis needs light, air, a growing medium, 


warmth, nutrients and water. The “Bible” can be 
a bit overwhelming for first-time growers, so I’ll 
go over the basics with you in shorthand now. 

Start with the proper light. In your case, since 
you’re growing only two plants, you’ll be able to 
use a compact fluorescent lamp (CFL). I like the 
65-watt CFLs that you can find at most building- 
supply centers (such as Home Depot) for about 
$30. Keep this light 6 to 12 inches above the 
plants. Place it at 12 inches when the plants are 
less than 1 foot tall and move it closer when they 
grow above this level. The air must be fresh and 
warm (70°F to 75°F) both day and night—this is 
the part most growers forget. Buying fast-drain¬ 
ing, good-quality potting soil is also a must; you 
may need to add about 10% perlite to speed the 
drainage. Set your soil containers up off the cold 
floor so the soil stays about 60°F. Use quality hy¬ 
droponic nutrients and follow the directions on 
the package. Water plants with clean, fresh 
water (i.e., water that tastes good when you 
drink it) and keep the conditions consistent in the 
growroom. Those are the basics; they're not 
complicated or difficult at all.

It provides simple step-by-step and 
week-by-week instructions that will help you 
achieve your goals.

I live in Montana and I’m considering getting a 
medical-marijuana card. Once I do, I know that 
the laws of the state may help me, but what 
keeps the Feds away from me? Is it legal to have 
the card according to state law, but still illegal as 
far as the Feds are concerned? And if so, what is 
the law, really?

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Dear Alan, 

The card itself is no problem, but thanks to fed¬ 
eral law, people growing medicine legally under 
state law can still have problems with the Feds. 
Local police who arrest a sanctioned, card-hold¬ 
ing medical-marijuana grower are obliged to in¬ 
form the Drug Enforcement Administration (DEA) 
of cases that involve the cultivation of more than 
99 plants. But if you grow fewer than 99 plants, 
you'll stay out of their crosshairs and not become 
a target. In the past, the DEA has gone after "big" 
growers, as well as growers who are politically 
active in the marijuana-legalization movement, 
both medical and non-medical. Now that Barack 
Obama is president, he has vowed to stop the 
DEA's persecution of registered medical-mari¬ 
juana growers and patients. American politics 
and values are in the process of change. In the 
words of Bobby Dylan, "You don't need a Weath¬ 
erman to know which way the wind blows.”

I need step-by-step instructions on howto create 
a commercial marijuana grow op. I live in New 
York and I’m a beginner.

Dear Rafael, 

The answer you want would fill this entire maga¬ 
zine, which I think is a little unreasonable. As a be¬ 
ginner, I assume you have little experience 
growing plants, including cannabis. If you attempt 
your own commercial marijuana grow op at this 
stage, you’ll soon be overwhelmed and make 
many costly mistakes. Your errors would cost you 
a great deal of money and time (more than a 
year)—and at the end of this period, you would 
know only a little more than you started out with 
and be very discouraged to boot. My advice is to 
keep it simple and start with a small indoor gar¬ 
den. Learn howto germinate and grow seeds, 
make clones, and cultivate and harvest a produc¬ 
tive crop. Read everything you can find about 
growing marijuana, and grow houseplants or an 
outdoor vegetable or flower garden as well. Stay 
away from weird theories and get-rich-quick 
schemes. Enroll in greenhouse-management and 
horticultural classes at the local college, or take 
classes at the local Extension Service to become a 
Master Gardener. If you are dedicated, you can do 
all this in a year or two. Then you'll have more rea¬ 
sonable expectations. ^

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OUTDOORS 

Plant in June! You can plant out¬ 
doors in all but the coldest 
mountain climates. If tempera¬ 
tures drop a lot at night—below 
50°F (10°C)—grow under a plas¬ 
tic or glass covering. Warm cli¬ 
mate growers should plant now 
too! Planting now practically 
guarantees a crop that will do 
well and be easy to harvest. 
Growers get so keyed up in 
March that they start planting 
outdoors. By the time June rolls 
around, plants are 4 feet tall 
and very difficult to hide. Hiding 
huge plants is hard: Security 
becomes a bigger issue than 
growing a healthy crop! 

Make indica- dominant clones 
flower indoors with a 12/12-hour 
day/night light schedule. Flower 
the clones for four weeks, then 
move them outdoors to enjoy the 
summer sunlight and warm tem¬ 
peratures. Many/ncf/ca-dominant 
strains will continue flowering 
even though they don’t receive 12 
hours of uninterrupted darkness. 
These early bloomers will be 
ready to harvest four to six weeks 
after you take them outdoors. 
Small plants that are flowering in 
summer attract little or no atten¬ 
tion from cops and robbers: 
These opportunistic sorts don’t 
waste their time searching for 
flowering plants in the summer. 
An early crop will increase your 
chances of a successful harvest 
immensely. 

Add polymer crystals, coconut 
fiber, peat moss, mulch, etc., to 
planting holes to help the soil 
retain moisture. Remember to 
keep your guerrilla garden look¬ 
ing as natural as possible so that 
it blends in with the local flora. 

Pests and diseases thrive in 
warm weather. Keep an eye out 
for them; check leaf undersides 
as well as the soil. Slimy snails, 
slugs and ruthless cutworms 
will demolish a crop in a few 
days if left unchecked. Wild pigs, 
deer, mice, etc., are easy to 
exclude with chicken wire or an 
inexpensive, low-slung, single¬ 
strand electric fence. Repel¬ 
lents work well too. Apply 
repellents correctly by following 
the manufacturer’s instructions. 
Set out bait for slugs and snails; 
my favorite bait is Deadline. Ask 
at your local nursery about 
common pests and uncommon 
plagues in your area. 

Mulch around plants! A heavy 
layer (6 to 12 inches) of mulch 



keeps moisture in the soil—in 
fact, it will attract more mois¬ 
ture. Move mulch a few inches 
away from stems so that mice 
don’t set up housekeeping and 
dine on your plants; these 
rodents will “girdle” your plants 
(i.e., chew around their stems), 
cutting off the fluid flow. You can 
use almost anything for mulch- 
sticks, brush, rocks, plastic, etc. 

Picture an abundant harvest in 
your mind’s eye! 

INDOORS 

June marks the first day of 
summer and the summer sol¬ 
stice, the longest day of the 
year. (Technically, summer 
starts on June 20 in the Pacific 
Time Zone and June 21 further 
east in North America.) Don’t 
get distracted: Keep your wits 
about you and remember to 
properly tend your indoor gar¬ 
den, even though the weather 
outside is beautiful. 

Pests and diseases are thriving 
now and will sneak indoors any 
way they can. Don’t schlep 
insects and spider mites into 
your growroom: Even a few 
healthy pests will reproduce 
indoors much more quickly than 
they would outside. Change your 
shoes and wash your hands 
before entering your growroom, 
and be sure to wipe down all 
tools with alcohol after use. A lit¬ 
tle prevention will help you avoid 
big problems down the road. 

Monitor pH and EC (ppm) levels 
in your nutrient solution daily. 
Marijuana uses more water and 
fewer nutrients when the 
weather gets warm. Over-fertil¬ 
izing plants during hot summer 
weather is common. Check the 
pH and EC of the growing medi¬ 
um to see if there’s a nutrient 
buildup. Avoid toxic nutrient 
buildup by flushing with three 
times the volume of a mild (5%) 


nutrient solution as the volume 
of substrate. 

Top off the nutrient solution 
reservoir with fresh water every 
day. Irrigate plants more fre¬ 
quently if necessary. Check irri¬ 
gation fittings to ensure they 
work properly. Check all con¬ 
tainers to ensure that the grow¬ 
ing medium is evenly moist. Pick 
up or tip each container to moni¬ 
tor how much moisture it con¬ 
tains. It's easy to forget to water 
one or two pots if irrigating by 
hand; I like to line the pots up 
and water them in sequence. 
Irrigate using a water wand with 
a shower-like head that delivers 
a soft, aerated spray to the soil 
surface. A drop of liquid dish 
soap per gallon helps the water 
penetrate thoroughly. 

Flush the soil or soilless mix 
every 30 days! Leach pots with 
two to three times the volume of 
a mild nutrient solution as the 
volume of growing medium. 

Children and nosy neighbors 
will be roaming the area during 
the summer. Kids are out of 
school and have more time to 
loiter around; they stay outside 
later at night and get up earlier 
in the morning. A nighttime walk 
outside the vicinity of your grow¬ 
room will let you check for the 
incriminating click of solenoid 
switches, humming transform¬ 
ers and smell. Take every pre¬ 
caution necessary to disguise or 
get rid of any telltale evidence. 

Take clones two to three weeks 
before harvest. Germinate 
seeds about two months before 
harvest so they’re ready to 
move into the flowering room. 

Harvest! 

Clean room thoroughly and 
move in the next crop of 
clones.
